—PENSIONERS ON PARADE— 


TONYA’S DANCER 
(AKA THE PREAKNESS PONY) 



E ach year at Preakness time, 
a former race horse named 
Tonya’s Dancer gets 
brushed by fame. Better known 
as Tony the Preakness Pony— 
or just plain Tony—the strik¬ 
ingly handsome 16-year-old 
gelding serves as a mount for 
outrider Clark Cassidy Toget¬ 
her they have led the Preakness 
winner back to the infield pre¬ 
sentation every year since 2003. 

Tonya’s Dancer (by 1984 
Preakness winner Gate Dancer 
out of Jersey Shore, by Lord 
Avie) never was mentioned 
in the same breath with the 
3-year-old classics during his 
own racing career. 

Bred in Florida by Gary 
Fleming and Goodchance 
Farm, he battled for six seasons, 
mostly in the low-level claiming 
ranks, making 64 starts at dis¬ 
tances from five furlongs to a 
mile and an eighth. While most 
of his races were at Calder, 
Hialeah, Gulfstream Park and 
Tampa Bay Downs in Florida, 
he made his way to Pimhco as 
a 6-year-old on Preakness Day 
in 1998, finishing second in an 
allowance race. 

He concluded his career for 
owner BiU Vermillion and train¬ 
er Ron Alfano, who claimed 
him for $8,500 in August 1998. 
Two of his seven career wins 
occurred under their steward¬ 
ship—^back-to-back scores that 
November. 

An injury to a rear suspen¬ 
sory hgament became prob¬ 
lematic, and he was given a year 
to rehab before returning to the 
races in November 1999. He 
showed little in three starts and 
the decision was made to retire 
him, capping off his career 
with lifetime stats of 64-7-9-9 
and $96,554 in earnings. 

Several months later, Alfano 
contacted David PurteU, then 
lead outrider for the Maryland 
Jockey Club. Alfano felt sure 
that Tony was a good pros¬ 
pect as a lead pony and sug¬ 
gested that Pur tell try him out. 


Powerful and high-strung, Tony 
needed a strong rider, but his 
instincts and agility as a pony 
were soon evident. Pur tell and 
Tony enjoyed the lead job at 
Laurel and Pimhco until PurteU 
was forced to retire as a result 
of an injury in a motorcycle 
accident late in 2002. 

Clark Cassidy, who succeed¬ 
ed PurteU as the lead outrider, 
had helped PurteU retrain the 
big gelding for his new role. 
Cassidy, an outrider at Maryland 
tracks since the early 1980s, 
had two horses at the time and 
was looking for a third, and 
his famiharity with Tony made 
PurteU’s decision an easy one. 
Tony shpped seamlessly into 
Cassidy’s rotation. 

‘‘The toughest part of train¬ 
ing a pony,” Cassidy said, “is to 
keep him from kicking another 
horse. These horses wUl get to 
leaning on the pony in the post 
parade, and the pony’s natural 
defense response is to think the 
other horse is trying to savage 
him. But they have to have the 
temperament to put up with 
that. They have to be tough. It’s 
usuaUy evident within the first 
month or so whether a horse 
wUl make a good lead pony.” 


In their first Preakness 
together, they led back Sacka- 
toga Stable’s Funny Cide. But 
it’s Afleet Alex’s 2005 running 
that stands out in Cassidy’s 
memory. 

“I was excited about Afleet 
Alex’s win because he was the 
horse with all the local con¬ 
nections, and Jeremy Rose was 
the hometown rider. That was 
great, because on the way back 
in Jeremy and I were hke ‘AU 
right!!! This wUl give Maryland 
an upUft.’ Maryland racing real¬ 
ly needed that,” said Cassidy, 
who comes from a well- 
known Maryland racing fam¬ 
ily as a son of owner/trainer 
Esther Christmas Cassidy. His 
grandfather Donelson (Dick) 
Christmas, himself a promi¬ 
nent horseman, was a brother 
of Ed Christmas (who trained 
the great Maryland-bred race 
mare Gall ore tte), as weU as 
B. Frank, Yancey and Rhoda 
Christmas. 

As one might expect, Cassidy 
and Tony have had their share 
of unusual experiences. “The 
reason that I use him during 
the Preakness is that he doesn’t 
shy from a whole lot, and there 
is an unbeUevable amount of 


activity all around us on that 
day. 

“And he’s a very proud horse 
who always puts out 110 per¬ 
cent,” Cassidy continued. “In 
2005, someone threw a beer can 
from the infield out across the 
turf course. He saw it before 
I did. It missed us by a good 
way, but he saw it coming and 
aU he did was lift his head a bit. 
Most horses would have really 
freaked out. 

“Last year, as we were bring¬ 
ing CurHn back, somebody at 
the rail flung a beer in our faces 
as we came by. It hit Tony right 
in the face and got me all wet, 
but at least the winner didn’t 
feel it.” 

In one of the most dramatic 
incidents in recent Maryland 
racing history, on May 8, 2004, 
jockey Rick Wilson was seri¬ 
ously injured in a spiU coming 
out of the starting gate. Cassidy 
and Tony had to place them¬ 
selves directly in the path of the 
oncoming field to redirect horses 
around the stricken rider. 

“I went to the quarter pole 
right at the rail and began wav¬ 
ing my arms. The riders really 
can’t hear during the race; you 
have to put yourself right in 
front of them and flag them 
down,” he recalled. 

After successfully diverting 
the field, Cassidy went after 
Wilson’s loose mount and 
caught him at the head of the 
stretch. AH three outriders on 
duty that day received com¬ 
mendations from the Maryland 
Jockey Club for their quick 
actions. 

Cassidy described a race 
track promotional photograph 
that shows them leading Afleet 
Alex. “It looks like Tony’s smH- 
ing,” Cassidy said with a laugh. 
“He’s got his Kps curled back a 
httle and his teeth are showing. 
All my friends said, ‘Hey, your 
pony’s so happy. What’s the deal?’ 
I just said ‘Yeah, that’s Tony. 
Tony the Preakness Pony’ ”

JOSEPH 

MULDOON 

Joseph Arthur Muldoon Jr., 
76, renowned as a trainer, fox- 
hunter, show rider, polo player 
and point-to-point competitor, 
died on March 16 at his Gone 
Away Farm in Poolesville, Md. 

Also a high-profile attorney 
with a practice in Washington, 
D.C., Mr. Muldoon ‘‘knew 
practically everything about the 
arcane field of savings and loan 
regulation, but he knew even 
more about horses,” noted his 
obituary in Tbe Washington Post. 

Mr. Muldoon was born in 
Waltham, Mass., and raised 
in Washington. He graduated 
from Georgetown University’s 
School of Foreign Service 
and worked his way through 
Georgetown University Law 
School training show jumpers 
and hunters and also serving as 
a U.S. Capitol Police officer. 

He earned his law degree 
in 1955 and worked for the 
Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board before founding the 


firm now known as Muldoon 
Murphy and Aguggia in 1968. 
Mr. Muldoon’s firm was one of 
the first private legal practices 
in Washington to concentrate 
on hcensing and regulatory 
matters affecting the thrift and 
savings and loan industry, and 
helped to preserve many fal¬ 
tering institutions during the 
savings and loan crisis of the 
1980s. 

After officially retiring in 
2005, Mr. Muldoon remrned 
to the national arena a year 
later, and brought attention to 
a potential threat to security at 
U.S. ports. His efforts forced 
the U.S. Congress to reassess 
security rules and policies gov¬ 
erning international corporate 
takeovers. 

Mr. Muldoon left his mark 
in the horse world in many 
ways, none more so than with 
the Potomac Polo Club, which 
he purchased in the 1970s and 
relocated to his farm. The club 
became a center for world-class 
competition. 

“He was everyone’s favorite 
coach and the best at assem- 
bhng and inspiring a winning 
team—^whether it be a horse 
and rider, polo, business, law 
or your first tittle league win,” 
recounted a family eulogy. “He 
would send you in with a pat 
on the back and say, ‘Just have 
a good time!’ ”

Pending sale 
of Fasig-Tipton 
renews hope 
for modern 
sales pavilion 


T he announcement that Fasig-Tipton is about to be 

sold to a company based in Dubai came as a complete 
surprise to many people—even to some in executive 
positions with the firm. 

Few institutions are as deeply rooted in American soil 
as the Thoroughbred auctioneering company founded in 
1898 by William Fasig and Edward Tipton. 

Synergy Investments Ltd., a Dubai-based company 
headed by Abdulla A1 Habbai, reportedly has reached 
an agreement to purchase Fasig-Tipton, which has been 
owned since 1991 by a group of shareholders, with New 
York horseman John Hettinger maintaining the controlling 
interest. 

The deal to transfer Fasig-Tipton’s assets was negotiated 
by John Ferguson, bloodstock manager for Sheikh 
Mohammed bin Rashid A1 Maktoum, the Dubai Ruler 
whose Godolphin Racing and Darley breeding operations 
are major forces—as well as top-tier auction buyers 
and sellers—^worldwide. A1 Habbai is said to be a close 
associate of Sheikh Mohammed. 

Fasig-Tipton’s chief operating officer, Boyd Browning, 
has offered assurances of a ''seamless” transition that will 
allow current management and staff to remain in place. 
Financial details will not be made public, according to 
Browning. 

Global issues aside, it’s a small world for people who 
routinely buy and sell horses at auction in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. And Fasig-Tipton is at the center of that world. 

Its Midlantic division is by far the largest Thoroughbred 
auctioneering firm in the region, conducting four well- 
established auctions—topped by its May 2-year-olds in 
training sale and Eastern Fall Yearling sale in October—at 
the sales pavUion in Timonium. The cramped, sadly aging, 
poorly equipped sales pavilion at Timonium. 

It’s too soon to begin asking about what may 
happen here. But having seen images of the spectacular 
architecture of Dubai, it seems reasonable to wonder if, 
after years of promises and delays, the company might 
finally find a way to bring its Mid-Adantic sales center into 
the 21st century. 

Are you listening, Mr, A1 Habbai? ^

Georganne Hale: 

cool woman 
In the hot seat at 
Maryland tracks 

As director of racing at Laurei and Pimlico, 
Hale is credited with helping Maryland racing 
remain competitive in a harsh economic climate.

he phone rang in trainer 
Katy Voss's barn. 

meihr 

‘‘Hello, is Katy available?" 

'Who's calling" 

“The racing office." 

"Ohf I'm sorry. She's not here." 

In the 1980s, Georganne 
Hale was the italics, as an exer¬ 
cise rider and assistant trainer. 
Now she's the plain type, as the 
director of racing at Maryland's 
two major tracks, Pimlico and 
Laurel Park. 

She laughs about her early 
days on the other side of rac¬ 
ing, when she was a nemesis of 
Tommy Baker, then Maryland's 
assistant racing secretary and 
the man charged with calling 
trainers and urging them to 
enter horses to fiU races. 

“Mr. Baker used to call the 
barn and Katy would tell me to 
say she wasn't there," recalled 
Hale, who also worked at vari¬ 


ous times for Voss's sister and 
fellow trainer Ann Merryman. 
“When I first started working in 
the office. Tommy told me, ‘I 
remember you. . .' What else 
was I going to do? That's what 
she told me to say. Now I can't 
believe she made him wait like 
that." 

Hale knows the racing busi¬ 
ness inside out, because she has 
just about seen it all. Her father, 
Bobby Hale, trained race horses 
and later managed Jeanne 
Vance and Laddie Dance's Tay¬ 
lor's Purchase Farm, then a 
major commercial Thorough¬ 
bred nursery, where the Hales 
hved, in Sparks, Md. In high 
school, Georganne worked for 
acclaimed horsewoman Audrey 
Hiker. 

Only briefly did she have 
visions of pursuing anoth¬ 
er line of work—attending 
Harford Community College 


and Tows on State University 
on the path to becoming a 
nurse. 

“What a joke that was," she 
said. “I don't know why I tried 
it. I was telling someone the 
other day, you should never 
choose a major when you come 
out of high school. Like you 
know what you want to do. 
Why at 17 I wanted to be a 
nurse I have no idea. I couldn't 
stand the sight of blood." 

So she went back to horses. 

Hale joined the staff at Hall 
of Fame trainer Mikey Smith- 
wick's farm in Hydes, Md., a 
job that involved pretty much 
everything—riding, feeding, 
grooming, driving the van to 
far off places such as steeple¬ 
chase meets in Tennessee. Jobs 
with Voss and Merryman fol¬ 
lowed, where Hale mainly rode 
and honed her telephone eva¬ 
sion tactics. 


Like m any in her position, she 
stared at an uncertain fumre. 

“I didn't want to train— 
I had seen too many people 
work hard at it and not get 
anywhere," she said. “Since I 
stopped the nursing, there was 
no career there. Everything I 
knew was about horses and I 
just saw too many people not 
making a living at it." 

In conversations with Voss, 
Hale hinted at the possibility 
of moving to the other side of 
the race track. Voss mentioned 
her to then racing secretary 
Larry Abbundi and Hale joined 
his staff in 1984 as assistant 
horse identifier—just the sec¬ 
ond woman on Abbundi's staff. 
She moved on to placing judge, 
patrol judge, paddock judge, 
assistant racing secretary. 

Hale held similar positions 
at Maryland's last remaining 
half-mile track, Timonium, and

after that track's longtime racing 
secretary, E.T. McLean, retired 
from the post, he recommend¬ 
ed Hale for Timonium's brief 
summer meet in 1986. 

Being a racing secretary 
didn't always come naturally 
‘‘It was a big deal, but I had to 
work at it," Hale said. “I used to 
be so nervous every year before 
Timonium. My stomach would 
be in knots. I had to write the 
book, had to get the horses. I 
wanted to do a good job, but 
it was a lot of stress. Not until 
a few years ago did I reali 2 e I 
didn't need to be nervous." 

She still marvels at the 
opportunity McLean and 
Timonium general manager 
Max Mosner gave her. 

“They said, ‘Georganne can 
do it,' even when I wasn't sure," 
she said. “It was an honor, 
fun, and I still enjoy it. I'm stiU 
there. I can't very well leave 


now. They gave me my first 
start. I love Timonium." 

In 2000, when Baker retired, 
she was promoted to racing sec¬ 
retary at Pimhco and Laurel— 
and a year later she was given 
the added title of director of 
racing. 

Hale is the first, and so far 
only, woman to serve as racing 
secretary at a major race track 
in North America. Her current 
job involves far more, as she's 
the de facto contact person for 
horsemen, addressing concerns 
about anything and everything 
having to do with training and 
racing at the Maryland tracks. 

“I run at a lot of different 
tracks, and by far Maryland is 
the best place to run horses, 
and she's a big part of that," 
said trainer Dale Capuano. 
“The people you have to work 
with always do things the right 
way. She knows racing, knows 


the people, knows what she 
has. It makes for a pretty good 
combination to get the job 
done. She's a good asset for 
Maryland racing. No doubt 
about that." 

“I don't know how it is 
between racing offices and 
media relations offices at other 
tracks, but we talk a lot," said 
Mike Gathagan, media rela¬ 
tions director at Laurel and 
Pimlico since 2001. “She's been 


a go-to person from day one— 
the best, the absolute best. She 
has a fascinating job trying to 
figure out all the horses that are 
here and what kinds of races fit 
them. I still wonder how they 
do it aU, but when our handle 
is up and business is good it 
means the racing office has 
done its job." 

Former employer Merryman 
marvels at Hale's work ethic 
and career progress. 
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means more revenue for the 
tracks. 

Like any director of racing, 
Hale keeps tabs on her horse 
inventory, writes proactive con¬ 
ditions, monitors the statistics, 
watches the entries at out-of- 
town tracks and never stops 
trying to fill races. The racing 
department calls trainers—at 
home, in the barn, on vacation, 
in their cars, even on boats. 

‘‘Yes, we Ve gotten people on 
boats; we find out where you’re 
on vacation, so don’t think you 
can hide from us,” she said. 
“Jocks’ agents are a big help in 
finding people. Sometimes, a 
horse is aU you need and we’ll 
work to get a horse. We go one 
by one. I’ll have a race with 
only three entries and I’U give 
it to someone and teU them to 
call, and they get the race up to 
seven or so.” 

Racetrackers caU it hushing. 
Racing departments husde 
horses into races. Agents hustle 
mounts for jockeys. Trainers 
and horses get hustled. 

“Nobody gets mercy. I’ll caU 
anyone—friends, anyone,” said 
Hale. “We are not prejudiced. 
I usuaUy call the friends last 
because you don’t want to put 
too much pressure on them.” 

One of Hale’s favorite hus¬ 
hes involved Merryman. 

“Ann’s horse had no shot, 
but we reaUy needed her,” Hale 
said. “I told her ‘Come on, Ann. 
Maybe you can beat a horse 
and you’ll get a check.’ The 
horse had no shot, no shot— 
and she won, she galloped. 
See, it pays to help people. 
That actually happens quite a 
bit. My racing office has won 
quite a few races. Some train¬ 
ers wiU come in and thank you 
afterward. The others just say 
they’re smart and they picked a 
good spot.” 

Hale’s day typicaUy starts at 
6:30 or 7 in the morning and 
lasts until the races are filled— 
sometimes 12 hours later. In 
today’s cUmate, every horse is 
important. Much of the sys¬ 
tem is computeri 2 ed—^via The 
Jockey Club’s InCompass sys¬ 
tem in use at tracks throughout 
the country—so Hale’s job no 
longer involves big books of 
Daily Racing Form charts and 
winners’ books. Like racing 
secretaries of years past. Hale

“She works harder, she’s 
smarter, and has more integ¬ 
rity and more loyalty and a 
better sense of humor than 
anyone you want to know,” said 
Merryman. “She’s always been 
hke that. When she went to 
work in the secretary’s office it 
looked to me hke she kept her 
race track hours.” 

The compliments and 
glowing reputation come with 


caveats. Maryland racing, dur¬ 
ing Hale’s term, has weathered 
unprecedented competition 
from neighboring states as slot 
machines now fuel purses in 
Delaware, Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia. 

“For what she has to work 
with, what she’s up against, she 
does a great job,” said Capuano. 
“It’s brutal. She’s reahstic and 
works hard to find out what we 


need to do to make things bet¬ 
ter. There aren’t a lot of egos 
and that makes a big differ¬ 
ence. We tend to agree on most 
things. If we had more money 
it would reaUy be something.” 

Hale knows that, but works 
to not let it rule her world. Her 
job depends on fuU fields, and 
she does aU she can to ensure 
them. Big fields mean big¬ 
ger handle and bigger handle 


Like racing secretaries everywhere, 
Haie peiiorms a baiancing act

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still needs the telephone and 
good sales skills. 

‘‘You have to twist arms, 
a lot of twisting arms, a lot 
of saying ‘Look, you’re stabled 
here with me, for free. You’re 
not stabled at Charles Town,’ ” 
said Hale. “I don’t mind them 
going every now and then or if 
a race of mine doesn’t go, but 
if there’s a horse in the barn 
that’s been there for a year and 
hasn’t run in Maryland, why 
should I be giving him a stall?” 

MJC keeps three stable areas 
open year-round, with 2,100 
free stalls for trainers at Bowie, 
Laurel and Pimhco. A new turf 
course at Laurel and popular 
dirt tracks at Laurel and Pimhco 
keep trainers happy and horses 
racing in Maryland despite the 
purse disadvantage. 

“Everyone has bigger 
purses all around us, but we 
haven’t downgraded in quahty 
of horses,” said Hale. “We’ve 
held our own, we’ve been right 
there. A lot of that is because 
the Maryland trainers are not 
just trainers. Maryland has the 
finest horsemen. They can go 
anywhere in the country and 
run a horse and win. My horse¬ 
men are the best horsemen 
around.” 

Her horsemen. 

“Anything with the trainers, 
they’re my trainers or so people 
tell me,” said Hale of upper 
management’s opinion of the 
racing office/trainer relation¬ 
ship. “They’re not my people, 
they don’t work for me.” 

Not by definition, anyway. 
Hale’s stewardship of the rac¬ 
ing product goes beyond mere 
race-writing, stable-area man¬ 
agement and so on. Personality 
matters, and Hale radiates per¬ 
sonality. She talks (to pretty 
much anyone), hstens (ditto), 
gets involved, cares. She’s just 
as likely to answer a question 
about stakes nominations as 
she is a need for toilet paper in 
the stable area bathrooms. 

“People come in and spiU 
their guts to me; I don’t ask for 
it,” she said. “Maybe I should 
have been a psychiatrist, I don’t 
know. They come in, I say hello, 
and they sit and teU me their 
problems. I don’t want to hear 
about their problems—I just 
want to hear how many horses 


they have, how many stalls they 
have, what kind of horses they 
have. But that’s part of the job. 
Every day is different.” 

Longtime friend and train¬ 
er HoUy Robinson often asks 
Hale, “Well, whose life story 
did you hear today?” But just 
because Hale hstens, she’s not a 
pushover. Trainers are warned 
to support her racing prod¬ 
uct if they plan on staying in 
her stalls. She checks the ship- 
in and ship-out hsts kept by 
guards at the stable gates, and 
monitors the out-of-town starts 
by Maryland-based trainers. 

In the end, the two-way 
street makes for the best rac¬ 
ing product Maryland can pro¬ 
duce. 

“I get along with people, 
that’s the main thing,” Hale said 
when asked why she’s good at 
her job. “I can sit and yeU at 
somebody for running a horse 
out of town, go crazy on them, 
and the next day they come 
in and bring me lunch. I don’t 
keep grudges, so once it’s over 
it’s over. That’s it. Getting along 
with the trainers is the main 
thing.” 

Now 49, Hale hardly looks 
past tomorrow’s condition 
book page, but sees her rac¬ 
ing career continuing—^maybe 
even advancing to steward, 
general manager, something 
with a little less chaos and a 
tittle more authority. 

“A couple of years ago, I 
tried to be a steward and every¬ 
body zapped me,” she said, 
feigning indignation. “The 
trainers all said, ‘You don’t 
want to do that, you’ll be too 
bored.’ My trainers said that— 
they didn’t want me to go up 
there [to the stewards’ stand]. 
They think I know too much 
and they’d have to break in 
a new director of racing if I 
moved up there.” 

Regardless of where the 
career path meanders next. 
Hale won’t lose her energy for 
Maryland racing. 

“Racing is important here, 
the trainers are horse lovers, 
they’re connected through their 
families,” she said. “It’s impor¬ 
tant to life in Maryland.” 

And she’s part of it—even 
if she can’t get you on the 
phone. ^

S he watches the Preakness 
from the rail of the mrf 
course. 

She took a phone call 
during the 1998 Preakness 
blackout [electrical power at 
Pimlico was interrupted for 
several hours] from a fan in 
California who complained 
that, “This is really starting to 
mess up my Preakness party.” 
Hale’s answer included— 
among others—the phrase 
“Mister, how would you tike 
to be here?” 

She plays slot machines— 
to extremes. “I love it, I don’t 
know why, but I love it. I’m 
going to be in trouble if 
we get them here.” But she 
might be good for the purse 
account. 

If she could change one 
thing about her workday, she’d 
hire a chauffeur to handle the 
driving between her home in 
Fallston (which she shares 
with her mother Nancy) and 
the racing at Laurel and Pim¬ 
lico. “I’m a terrible driver, and 
think of the work I could get 
done.” 

She galloped the first foal 
of Maryland-bred great Twixt. 


Her favorite horses are 
Cigar and Xtra Heat. 

She spent the last sum¬ 
mer meet at Timonium (1983) 
working as an exercise rider 
in Barn K with race track 
characters Shaky, Spoon, 
Monroe, Crazy Sam, “Every 
Other Day” Ray and “Two 
Hour” Lou. The shedrow 
also included future trainer 
HoUy Robinson, future Fair 
HiU Training Center managers 
Mike and Sally GosweU and 
the writer of this article. 

She owns a Cairn terrier 
named Roo Roo. 

She supervises upwards 
of 50 people in the varying 
departments: racing office, 
valets, outriders, dockers 
and horse van shuttle service 
(though she knows nothing 
about trucks). 

She pays no attention to 
the tips she gets from trainers. 
“rU have three people in the 
same race teU me their first¬ 
time starter can’t get beat. 
Somebody’s going to get beat. 
I can’t gamble anyway, but 
with advice tike that. I don’t 
want to.”

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Dr. Philip J. Torsney’s 
personal cure for 
wintertime blues 

Opening of Monmouth Park meet each spring 
never fails to renew hopes of 
longtime New Jersey owner/breeder.

W hen Monmouth Park 
opens this month for 
its 63rd consecutive 
season of racing, a familiar 
presence will return to his seat 
in box 314. Draw a hne straight 
up from the wire that marks 
the finish, and there youll find 
Dr. Philip J. Torsney in the spot 
he has occupied for more than 
three decades. 

‘‘Everybody has their lucky 
seat,” he says. His hne of sight 
is clean, so Torsney doesn’t 
need to watch the races on a 
small television; he can see over 
the tote board and follow the 
horses along the backstretch. 
“Ah you need is a good pair of 
binoculars,” he adds. 

Torsney, who has had a 
long and respected career as a 
physician speciahzing in aUer- 
gy, immunology and internal 
medicine, has been a fixture in 
New Jersey racing since 1970 
as an owner and breeder. What 
started as a hobby, with three 
horses, has become more than 
that: a passion, a commitment 
to the sport. He is now 76 years 
old. But racing stih has a firm 
grasp on him. 

“I don’t have any other great 
hobbies,” he admits. “And when 


you have a winner, there’s noth¬ 
ing hke it. And I’ve had a lot of 
winners over the years.” 

Torsney has forgotten few 
of those horses. He has a vivid 
recall of details, names and 
places, and stories from the 
past. During the Monmouth 
meet, he’s there almost every 
hve race day. He says with a tell¬ 
ing sadness, “I hke to sit there 
and see how many of my old 
friends are stiU ahve. And rehve 
the past.” 

Visit Torsney at his home, 
a few miles from Monmouth 
Park, and he regales you with 
tales of his many adventures— 
in the horse world and beyond. 
His house is on a point that 
juts into the Navesink River. 
Torsney and his wife moved 
here 20 years ago, although 
the house is at least 150 years 
old; he said it was re-situat- 
ed to higher ground because 
of flooding in 1860, but it’s 
unclear when it was built. The 
house looks hke it belongs to a 
seafarer in Nantucket. 

Torsney gives you a “racing 
tour” of the house: memora- 
biha decorates the walls and 
sits atop the furniture—^paint¬ 
ings, trophies, sculptures and 


plaques of his best horses and 
favorite places. Even the coffee 
table presented guests with rac¬ 
ing books to peruse. 

Torsney has white hair, and 
is tall—6’2”—a reminder of 
his days on the basketball court. 
He speaks slowly and softly. He 
satin his hving room, where tall 
bay windows offer a panoramic 
view of the river. It was windy, 
and the river was choppy and 
rough. 

Almost every racing fan 
recalls with clarity his or her 
first trip to the races. They also 
remember if they won or lost 
(usuallyit’s the former). Torsney 
says that he was hooked at a 
young age. He grew up in West 
Orange, N.J., and his family had 
a summer house on the shore 
in Spring Lake, 15 miles from 
Monmouth. He first visited 
Monmouth when he was 14 
years old. It was 1946 and the 
track had just reopened after a 
53-year hiatus. 

“I had a good day that day. 
Obviously someone else had to 
bet for me,” he remembers. He 
loved the competition of the 
sport and would return to the 
track often. 


Torsney enrolled in George¬ 
town University in 1950, and 
though he played on the varsity 
basketball team and took classes 
in preparation for medical 
school, the racing bug stayed 
with him. 

“We used to go out to 
Charles Town, to watch the 
horses run,” he says. “We’d 
go by Goose Creek, and we’d 
always throw in a penny. And 
you always bet the daily double 
depending on how many peo¬ 
ple were in the streets, because 
there was never anybody on 
the streets of Goose Creek, 
Virginia. BiUy Hartack was an 
apprentice then. We’d go out 
there often, and have parties at 
the Hotel Jefferson. And Har¬ 
tack used to come up to us.” 

Torsney was a forward, 
occasionally a center, on the 
basketball team, and one year 
Georgetown went to the NIT 
(then more coveted than the 
NCAA tournament), though 
they were bounced in the first 
round. He graduated in three 
years (“because they wanted us

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to go to Korea”) and contin¬ 
ued at Georgetown for medical 
school. 

When he graduated in 
1957—^by then married to 
his wife, SaUy, a former nurse 
who had already given birth 
to their first child—he joined 
the Navy. 

He jokes: “I went into the 
Navy to see the world, and I 
spent five years in Philadelphia 
and five years in Washington 
D.C.” In those 10 years, he 
became an expert in the treat¬ 
ment of allergies, as one of 
only two allergists in the Navy. 
That time would forestall, 
though not erase, his plan to 
own horses. 

Torsney and his wife, who is 
now in failing health, moved to 
Red Bank, N.J., in 1966 and 
opened a private practice. (They 
have three adult children— 
Philip, Colleen and Catherine— 
and six grandchildren.) Two 
years later, with his wife's bless¬ 
ing, he finally made the leap: he 
purchased a steeplechase horse. 
And two years after that, it was 
on to Thoroughbreds. With his 
older brother, Jerome, he pur¬ 
chased three Maryland-bred 
2-year-olds. 

He had the horses, but no 
trainer, ‘d went over to see 
Ed Devine [a widely respected 
veterinarian, now deceased], 
who was a very good friend of 
mine, and I said, ^Ed, can you 
recommend a trainer to me, 
who's gonna go to Maryland, 
since I have these state-breds?' 
So he told me to go talk to 
Jimmy Murphy. So I did, and 
we got along well. And he took 
the horses.” Laughing, he says, 
‘‘But they were bad horses.” 

Murphy, who recently turned 
81 and stiU trains in Maryland, 
laughs about that first crop. 
“We did start out with a couple 
of cheap horses,” he says. “But 
he loved being a part of it. He 
was a good sport about it.” 

Three years went by before 
Torsney won a race. “They say 
it takes perseverance to go three 
years without a win. Either that, 
or stupidity,” he said, laughing. 

Torsney home overlooks the 
Navesink River Storage shed on 
the property has a lifelike Image 
of his star performer, Horatius. 


“Pm not sure which. It was 
just always fun. It's always been 
something I've enjoyed doing. I 
love to watch the races.” 

Murphy would train for 
Torsney for three decades, 
after which he was succeeded 
by Ned Allard, the only other 
trainer Torsney has employed. 
Allard, hke Murphy, is an old- 
school horseman; he divides 
his time between New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania. 

Torsney and Murphy part¬ 
ed ways eight years ago, when 
Murphy decided to stay in 
Maryland rather than make the 
annual trip to New Jersey. He 
calls Torsney a “lovely man.” 

For his part, Torsney con¬ 
siders Murphy “Hke family,” 
and he cherishes their long and 
successful relationship. Asked 
to describe Murphy, Torsney 
says he is “as honest as the day 
is long.” It's a phrase he uses 
often and one that others use 
to describe him. 

Torsney waited even longer 
for the first stakes win, which 
came 10 years after he start¬ 
ed in the business. The horse 
was Horatius, who remains 
Torsney's best runner to date. 

Torsney bought Horatius 
as a yearhng in 1976—sight 
unseen—from a classified 
advertisement in The Blood- 
Horse. The horse was offered 
for sale by his breeder. Colonel 
W. Randolph Tayloe. 

“Everyone knew Colonel 
Tayloe; he was a character,” 
Torsney recaUs. “I just saw 
the ad and I followed Colonel 
Tayloe. And I said, ‘TeU me 
about this horse you have for 
sale.' And he gave me a song 
and a dance, about the mare 
and how she was a blank, but 
she put out a good horse. 

“And he said, ‘You know 
anybody in Florida that'll come 
look at him?' So I said, ‘Sure, I 
know a couple of people.' So 
I sent somebody over to look 
at him. And they said he was a 
good-looking horse. He had a 
big spHnt. He always ran with 
his head right to the ground. 
His nose was no more than 
three or four inches from the 
ground. He was a grand look¬ 
ing horse.”

Torsney says that ad just 
struck him. He was flipping 
through the magazine and he 
stopped. He doesn’t know what 
grabbed him, but whatever it 
was, he shelled out $25,000, no 
small sum, for the horse. The 
investment was worth it. 

Horatius won on turf and 
dirt, fast and sloppy tracks, 
from five furlongs up to a mile 
and a sixteenth. He made his 
debut in 1977 at age 2 and his 
final start came on January 1, 
1981, at 6. In that time he 
amassed a record of 18-13-4 
from 54 starts and earnings of 
$383,899. He won seven han¬ 
dicaps: the Riggs-G3, Fort 
McHenry, Capital City, Pilgrim, 
Resolution, Red Bank and 


Sussex. He equaled the course 
record (1:35) for a mile on the 
turf in the 1980 edition of the 
Red Bank at Monmouth. He 
was second or third in 10 other 
stakes races, four graded, and 
defeated the legendary John 
Henry while finishing second 
in the 1978 Lamphghter 
Handicap-G3 at Monmouth. 

‘‘Turf and dirt, it didn’t 
matter for him,” Torsney says. 
“Jimmy Murphy called him a 
‘goddam anteater’ because his 
nose was always so close to 
the ground. On the turf at 
Monmouth you couldn’t see 
him over the hedge.” 

In the same year Torsney 
bought Horatius, his brother, 
Jerome, bought a Florida-bred 


yearling whom he named Mac 
Diarmida. As Horatius slugged 
it out in stakes races in 1978, 
Mac Diarmida became a mrf 
performer extraordinaire, win¬ 
ning seven graded stakes, 
including the Washington, DC., 
International-Gl and Canadian 
International-Gl, en route to 
an Eclipse Award as the nation’s 
champion turf horse. It was a 
glorious time for the Torsney 
brothers. 

In the final year of Horatius’s 
career, Philip Torsney respond¬ 
ed to another Blood-Horse ad 
that would set the direction 
of his future. He wanted to 
purchase broodmares to assist 
his star horse at stud. Twice he 
contacted Charles and Cynthia 


McGinnes of Thornmar Farm 
in Chestertown, Md., about 
broodmares they were adver¬ 
tising. Torsney ended up buy¬ 
ing one of the mares, and soon 
after that, the McGinneses 
inquired as to whether Torsney 
might be interested in standing 
Horatius at Thornmar. 

Horatius was syndicated, 
and moved to the McGinneses’ 
farm on Maryland’s Eastern 
Shore in 1981; Torsney kept 
10 shares. He eventually pur¬ 
chased exactly that number of 
broodmares, helping to build 
the career of one of the most 
successful sires ever to stand in 
Maryland. 

Horatius became known as 
a blue collar sire—producing a 
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MacDiarmida won the 1978 edition of the Washington, D.C., internationai-GI en route to an Eciipse Award for Phiiip Torsne/s brother, Jerome Torsney. 


steady parade of runners who 
filled the cards at Maryland 
tracks and elsewhere. But 
among his 20 crops of foals 
were 25 stakes winners and a 
champion. 

‘‘He always produced genu¬ 
ine horses ” Torsney says with 
pride. “Never went to the best 
of mares. But they could aU 
run.” 

His standout, of course, was 
Safely Kept, the Echpse Award¬ 
winning sprinter of 1989, and 
heroine of the 1990 Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint-Gl. Bred by David 
and JoAnn Hayden, and cam¬ 
paigned for most of her career 
by Jayeff B Stable and Barry 
Weisbord, Safely Kept, a win¬ 
ner in 24 of her 31 career 
starts, is the leading Maryland- 
bred female money-earner of 
aU time, with $2,194,206. 

Horatius, who died in 2006 
at the age of 31, was represent¬ 
ed by two other graded win¬ 
ners: Algar, who earned more 
than a half-million, and Oliver’s 
Twist, runner-up in the 1995 
edition of the Preakness. 


His stud fee never exceeded 
$3,500. 

“From the day he was born 
until the day he died, [Horatius] 
never disappointed anyone,” 
Cynthia McGinnes told the 
Thoroughbred Times for the stal- 
hon’s obituary. “From the time 
of his first 2-year-old crop, his 
foals made so much money in 
the Maryland Fund program 
that his syndicate never had to 
pay a bill for Maryland Million 
nominations, advertising or 
Breeders’ Cup fees.” 

Torsney has bred and raised 
his horses at Thornmar Farm 
since Horatius got the ball roU- 
ing. 

“I usually advised him on 
who to breed to,” Charles 
McGinnes said. “Almost all the 
nice horses he had were raised 
here.” 

Torsney even gave McGinnes 
the green light to buy for him 
at yearling and 2-year-olds in 
training sales. “He likes to get 
involved in deals with people 
he trusts. So he told me once, 
‘If you go to a sale and see a 
horse you like, buy him and 


call me later.’ I actually did that 
a few times,” McGinnes said 
with a laugh. 

Added McGinnes: “I’ve 
never met as great a person 
as he is. He has a great sense 
of humor. I’ve never heard 
anybody say a bad thing about 
him. It has been a wonderful 
relationship.” 

It was McGinnes who 
advised Torsney on the pur¬ 
chase of another widely accom¬ 
plished runner—My French¬ 
man. The son of Superbity had 
shown promise before Torsney 
bought him as a 3-year-old in 
1988. But, according to Torsney, 
his trainer at the time had run 
him into the ground. 

Murphy trained My 
Frenchman lightly (“more like 
a filly than a colt”) and the 
following year he won a stakes 
on the turf My Frenchman 
went on to earn $612,100 while 
racing until age 10. He won a 
do 2 en stakes and placed in 11 
others, including a third place 
finish in the 1990 edition of the 
Laurel Dash-G3. Monmouth 
named a stakes race after him. 


The My Frenchman Stakes is 
part of the five-furlong turf 
sprinting circuit that its name¬ 
sake once dominated. 

As My Frenchman trucked 
along in his career, Torsney and 
the McGinneses struck gold 
once again. In 1990, Cynthia 
McGinnes decided to breed the 
Thornmar broodmare Ceylon 
Burgoo to Cannonade, the 1974 
Kentucky Derby winner then 
nearing the end of his modest 
stallion career. The offspring 
was a bay filly named Foolish 
Kisses. Instead of consigning 
her to auction as a yearling— 
which is standard practice for 
the McGinneses—they offered 
the fiUy to Torsney. 

“We sold her to him for 
$3,500, because of who he 
was,” Charles McGinnes says. 
It turned out to be a lucra¬ 
tive move for Torsney. Foolish 
Kisses immediately flashed her 
talent as a sprinter. Making her 
debut as a 3-year-old in 1994, 
she won her first three starts, 
including the Miss Preakness 
Stakes. Unfortunately she was 
injured in her fourth start, forc- 
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Foolish Kisses, shown winning the Miss Preakness Stakes In 1994, had a 
brief racing career for Torsney, then gave him a trio of stakes winners.

ing her retirement; her earnings 
stood at $52,584. As a brood¬ 
mare, however, Foohsh Kisses 
would surprise once again. 

Her first foal, a filly named 
Folly May Pay, by Twining, 
was born in 1996 and sold. 
She became a stakes winner 
in Puerto Rico and won 19 
races at El Com andante. After 
that, Torsney decided to breed 
Foolish Kisses to Horatius. 

As Charles McGinnes 
recounts: ^‘The natural thing 
was to breed her to Horatius. 
Their first foal was a filly who 
was born with no eyes. Sadly 
we had to put her down a 
few weeks later. We talked to 
New Bolton [the University of 
Pennsylvania veterinary chn- 
ic. New Bolton Center] and 
they said it was freak luck and 
wouldn't happen again. 

‘‘So we bred her back to 
Horatius. And the next foal was 
a colt with one eye!” 

Torsney named the colt 
My Cyclops. Though he never 
raced, he evenmaUy became a 
hunter, Torsney says. 

Since then, FooHsh Kisses 
has produced three stakes win¬ 
ners for Torsney. The first was 
Gotaghostofachance, a son of 
Silver Ghost born in 2001. He 
won four races for Torsney as a 
3-year-old, and after he scored 
in Monmouth's Lamphghter, 
Torsney sold him privately to 
Cahfornia owners. 

Gotaghostofachance has 
won a graded stakes since and 
has career earnings of more 
than $400,000, but for the most 
part, he has struggled against 
the sprinting elite in California. 
Torsney indicated that perhaps 
he should have kept him. “They 
ruined him,” he said bluntly. “I 
didn't want to sell him, but they 
kept raising the price after he 
won the Lamplighter. I think if 
I kept him, he'd probably have 
won five or six more stakes 
now.” 

Foolish Kisses was then 
bred to Good and Tough and 
produced a filly in 2002 named 
Fmtoogoodtobetrue. She won 
seven races in her career— 
and five stakes—and earned 
almost $350,000. A staple at 
Monmouth the last three years 
(and a New Jersey-bred divi¬ 


sional champion at 2, 3 and 4), 
she was sold as a broodmare 
prospect for $130,000 at last 
year's Keeneland November 
sale. The next runner for Fool¬ 
ish Kisses—Anofficeranda- 
lady (2004, Officer)—^won 
the PG. Johnson Stakes at the 
Meadowlands last October. 

Torsney gave Foohsh Kisses, 
now 17, to the McGinneses two 
years ago—^in April she foaled 
a Street Cry (Ire) fiUy. Foohsh 
Kisses was Torsney's final 
broodmare. “I'm getting too old 
to breed too many horses,” he 
says. Her last foal that Torsney 
will race is Strangerinthenight, 
a juvenile son of Not For Love. 
He mainly buys from yearhng 
sales now. 

Currently, he owns eight 
horses—aU foaled and raised at 
the McGinneses' farm. In addi¬ 
tion to Anofficerandalady, his 
stock consists of three 3-year- 
olds, three 2-year-olds and a 
we anting. 

Torsney, tike many people, 
is concerned about the pres¬ 
ent state of the racing industry 
in New Jersey. He says the 
“beginning of the end” came 
in 1986 when Monmouth 
was taken over by the state- 
controlled New Jersey Sports 
and Exposition Authority. 
“Pohticians have no business 
in racing,” he says. “The state 
doesn't care about anything but 
the bottom tine.” 

Torsney isn't bitter, just nos¬ 
talgic. And there's a sense of 
sadness when he talks about 
how the industry has changed. 

“It gets tougher every year,” 
he says with a sigh. “It's hard 
to buy horses that are really 
sound because you don't know 
want they've been given. I'm a 
firm behever that a lot of the 
medicines that have been used 
on horses recently have been a 
great detriment to the breed. 
We don't breed sound, hard- 
knocking horses any more. 
Sure they have a lot of speed, 
but they don't hold up. Speed 
is important, but it's not the 
only thing.” 

Torsney is stiU practicing as 
an allergist. He works two half¬ 
days a week. But he takes few 
days off, if any, from thinking 
or talking about horse racing. 


He has a shed in front of his 
house, with Horatius painted 
on the side, looking out. It 
takes a second to reahze the 
image isn't real. 

Winner's circle photos 
have been crafted into waU- 
paper that decorates three of 


the bathrooms in his house. 
Every scene holds memories— 
of old friends and companions, 
honest horses, tough defeats 
and photo finishes—inspiring 
hopes for another successful

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MARYLAND’S 
ULTIMATE 
PRIDE AND JOY 

This year’s Preakness marks the 25th anniversary 
of the unexpected—and in many ways unsurpassed— 
victory by Maryland-bred Deputed Testamony.

R ich in history and esteem, 
the Preakness is one of 
those select races that 
appears on everyone’s Hst of 
must wins. But for Marylanders, 
the thought of winning the 
classic is akin to finding the 
holy grail. And 25 years ago, 
Maryland’s greatest pri 2 e in 
racing stayed home. 

Deputed Testamony rocket¬ 
ed out of obscurity and thrilled 
Marylanders—and fans of the 
underdog everywhere—^when 
he splashed his way to victory 
in the 108th running of the 
Preakness at odds of 14-1 (as 
part of a two-horse entry with 
stablemate Parfaitement). 

It was a victory for an entire¬ 
ly Maryland contingent. Foaled 
in Maryland at the Boniface 
family-owned and operated 
Bonita Farm, also the home to 
his sire. Traffic Cop, Deputed 
Testamony was trained by his 
co-breeder and co-owner, J. 
William (BiU) Boniface, ridden 
by a young Marylander, Donnie 
Miller Jr., and did aU his prepa¬ 
ration in Harford County in 
Maryland. 

And at the end of his rac¬ 
ing career. Deputed Testamony 
entered stud at a larger and 
improved Bonita Farm—^which 


he can take credit in part for 
building—in Darlington, Md., 
where he resides to this day. At 
the age of 28, he is the oldest 
hving Preakness winner. 

William K. (Billy) Boniface, 
son of J. Wilham Boniface 
and longtime manager of the 
breeding division at Bonita, 
says Deputed Testamony was 
special to him from the day he 
was born. 

‘After foaling a lot of horses, 
you don’t always remember 
them, but he was a pretty bay 
born on my 16th birthday [May 
7],” says Boniface, a former 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association president who also 
currently serves as president of 
the Harford County Council. 
“That was the first day I got to 
drive my new vehicle to the 
barn. He and I have always hit 
it off together.” 

On the Preakness after¬ 
noon in 1983 after Deputed 
Testamony’s classic victory, the 
Boniface family stood at the 
epicenter of the racing world. 

“It was quite a feehng, and I 
stiU get goose bumps whenever 
I think about it,” says Boniface, 
the oldest of Bill and Joan 
Boniface’s five children (Kevin, 
Kim, John and Bonita are also 


aU immersed in the business). 
“It’s a tough game, but when 
everything comes together, 
it’s very special. We strive to 
win another one.” In 1995, the 
Bonifaces almost did just that— 
Oliver’s Twist, bred by Bonita 
Farm, owned by Charles M. 
Oliver and trained by J. William 
Boniface, was runner-up by a 
half-length to D. Wayne Lukas- 
trained Timber Country. 

FAMILY HISTORY 

The Bonifaces’ partner 
in Deputed Testamony was 
Francis P. (Bunny) Sears, a 
Boston, Mass., stockbroker 
and an understated man who 
enjoyed racing and treated it as 
a sport. 

Sears had purchased the 
dam of Deputed Testamony, 
Proof Requested (by Prove It), 
in Florida as a 2-year-old in 
training at Hialeah for $5,700. 
Proof Requested won a small 
race for him, for a $4,000 tag, 
and earned $1,797 from four 
career starts, mostly at Charles 
Town, before being retired by 
Sears as a broodmare. 

Sears became connected 
with the Boniface family, who 
were striving to expand their 


breeding operation in Mary¬ 
land, in 1972. That year. Sears 
sent Proof Requested to be 
bred to Exceedingly, who was 
standing at the farm. 

Bonita Farm was launched 
in 1961 when “Big BiU” Boni¬ 
face, the father of the future 
Preakness-winning trainer, 
sold off a piece of property 
in Timonium. The windfall 
allowed him to purchase 55 
acres and a large house near 
Bel Air, Md. It was a great place 
to Uve with his wife Mary and 
their two children, Ann Marie 
and BiU—and raise horses. 

The senior Boniface, the 
Baltimore Sunpapers racing edi¬ 
tor, had a capable and wiUing 
partner in the horse business 
when BiU returned from a four- 
year stint in the Marines. 

BUI had caught the racing 
bug early in his hfe—having 
quit school at 15 to go to 
Kentucky to work at famed 
Calumet Farm with the father/ 
son training team of Ben and 
Jimmy Jones. 

After working as a groom 
and exercise boy at Calumet, 
Boniface became a jockey, 
riding primarily at Delaware 
Park and the Maryland half- 
mile tracks. But his size—for a 
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Bill Boniface served as both trainer and exercise rider for Berkley Prince, 
his first stakes winner with victories In the 1969 Michigan and Ohio Derbys.

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time he was able to tide at 107 
pounds, but eventually grew to 
be nearly six feet taU—and his 
temper halted a career in the 
saddle. A dispute over a stew¬ 
ards’ call at Timonium, which 
got him suspended as a jock¬ 
ey, stirred him to enlist in the 
Marine Corps. While on leave 
during his enlistment, Boniface 
worked with Enghsh trainer 
John Waugh, who had a string 
at Newmarket, and provided 
Boniface with the experience 
of training on the farm and 
shipping to race. 

When he got out of the 
Marines, Bill Boniface mar¬ 
ried the former Joan Warfield, 
whom he met at a Timonium 
yearling show, and took out his 
trainer’s license, plying his trade 
through lean years at Charles 
Town, as well as in Maryland, 
Delaware and New Jersey. But 
Boniface had grander plans for 
Bonita Farm—he wanted to 
start a breeding operation as 
well as train off the farm. The 
first staUion to stand at Bonita 
Farm, in 1965, was Bob Wag, 
a son of Tim Tam with a $300 
stud fee. 

Bonita Farm soon was 
upgrading its stallion roster and 
had a solid sire in Bold Mon¬ 
arch. A son of Bold Ruler pur¬ 
chased in 1967, Bold Monarch 
sired nine stakes winners in 
1970s and ’80s before he died 
at the age of 17 in 1981. 

In that first decade, Boni¬ 
face’s career as a trainer finally 
heated up, as he got his first 
stakes winner when Berkley 
Prince won the Michigan and 
Ohio Derbys in 1969. (Berkley 
Prince would later sire Grade 1 
winner Weber City Miss, the 
dam of multiple Grade 1 win¬ 
ner and top sire Slew City Slew.) 
That success attracted new cli¬ 
ents, and the training division 
grew. 

Fate dealt a winning hand 
to the Bonifaces in the summer 
of 1978. Searching for a new 
stallion prospect, BiU Boniface 
visited Spendthrift Farm, one 
of Kentucky’s busiest breed¬ 
ing establishments. He selected 
Cabildo, a graded stakes-win- 
ning son of Round Table with 
an impeccable pedigree but a 
less than stellar mark at stud. 
John Williams, general manager 


of Spendthrift, urged Boniface 
to take a look at another stal- 
hon who was being offered for 
a bargain price. Although not 
as good a race horse or bred as 
well as Cabildo, Traffic Cop (by 
Traffic Judge out of the Count 
Fleet mare Fhght Bird), was 
a younger prospect. Breeders 
had already lost interest in 
Traffic Cop in Kenmcky—^he 
only covered seven mares in 
1978. 

Traffic Cop was syndicated, 
with Bonita Farm owning 19 
shares. And in his first season 
at Bonita Farm, Traffic Cop 
sired Deputed Testamony. 

The parmership between 
Bonita Farm and Sears was 
already in place by the mid- 
1970s, when Sears offered a 
half-interestin Proof Requested 
to the Bonifaces in exchange for 
board. The mare’s first stakes 
horse was the 1977 filly Pillar 
Point, by Bold Monarch, who 
was stakes-placed twice at 2. 

In 1979, Sears chose to 
sell the mare outright to the 
Bonifaces, but with the condi¬ 
tion that the foal of 1980 be 
co-owned by both parties. Thus 
Sears was co-breeder and co¬ 
owner of Deputed Testamony. 

Proof Requested seemingly 
gave it her aU when producing 
her classic winner. It would be 
seven years until she would 
produce her next—and final— 
foal, a full sister to Deputed 
Testamony named Family 
Verdict. 

A MEMORABLE CROP 

The Maryland-bred 3-year- 
olds of 1983 were a remark¬ 
able group. After Deputed 
Testamony won the Preakness, 
the Ryehill Farm-bred Caveat 
won the Belmont Stakes-Gl 
three weeks later, and Shareef 
Dancer, bred by F.P Taylor, 
followed with a victory in the 
Irish Sweeps Derby-Gl. The 
crop also included Pennsyl¬ 
vania Derby-G2 winner and 
future top sire Dixieland Band 
and Fchpse Award-winning 
3-year-old filly Heartiight No. 
One. 

Boniface had a bounty of 
coming 3-year-olds in the 
spring of 1983. Deputed Testa¬ 
mony was one of three Boni- 
face-trained juveniles who were 






weighted on the 1982 Experi¬ 
mental Free Handicap. 

Pennsylvania-bred Par- 
faitement, owned and bred by 
Bernard Daney was ranked the 
highest, at 114 pounds, after 
winning three stakes. Leading 
into the classics, Parfaitement 
had the highest profile of the 
trio. In his three starts lead¬ 
ing up to the Kentucky Derby, 
Parfaitement won twice, includ¬ 
ing a small stakes, and got beat 
in a photo when running sec¬ 
ond to Slew o' Gold (the even¬ 
tual champion of that year's 
3-year-old crop) in the Wood 
Memorial-Gl. 

Also weighted on the 
Experimental were Maryland- 
bred stakes winner Love to 
Laugh (107) and Deputed 
Testamony (106). 

Boniface said, ‘d had three 
horses aiming for the Derby, 
and none of them was bred on 
a stud fee more than $5,000. 
Parfaitement was a really nice 
colt, but he had terrible feet. 

^‘Parfaitement might have 
had as much talent as Deputed 
Testamony, but he didn't have 
as much desire. They had 
bree 2 ed together a lot, and 
Deputed Testamony would 
outwork him. It got to the 
point that Parfaitement wasn't 
so interested in racing against 
Deputed Testamony." 

The first three starts of 
Deputed Testamony's career 
were in claiming company. 
After an inauspicious debut 
at Bowie, in which he fin¬ 
ished sixth for a $25,000 tag. 
Deputed Testamony rebound¬ 
ed with three straight wins, the 
third in allowance company, 
then finished second in two 
stakes, including a heartbreak- 
ingly close finish to Dixieland 
Band in the inaugural Maryland 
Juvenile Championship Stakes. 
His final start at 2 was a victory 
in the Play the Palace Stakes in 
December, in which he set a 
new track record for a mile at 
Meadowlands. 

Gearing up for his 3-year-old 
campaign. Deputed Testamony 
was second in his first start 
of the year, an allowance at 
Keystone. That followed with a 
dayhght victory over Dixieland 
Band in Pimhco's Federico 
Tesio Stakes. 


As Deputed Testamony's 
prep for the Derby, Boniface 
flew him to Keeneland for the 
Blue Grass Stakes. 

“Training horses is a game 
of details," said Boniface. “I've 
flown enough horses to real- 
i 2 e that sitting on the runway 
is really hot. Fd tried to take 
precautions against getting him 
overheated or chilled, but they 
didn't work out. 

“The gate was locked where 
the vans go in, nobody could 
find the man with the key to let 
us in for half an hour, and he 
broke quite a sweat. I was there, 
and he seemed okay when we 
got him into his stall. But the 
next day, he didn't eat up, he 
didn't run his race; the day 
after the Blue Grass he spiked 
a fever, and he was sick for a 
week. 

“But he got his feet back 
under him, and we used the 
Keystone Stakes as a prep for 
the Preakness." 

The Keystone, at just over 
a mile, was a success that tight¬ 
ened Deputed Testamony for 
his date with destiny one week 
later at Pimlico. 

PREAKNESS GLORY 

A stakes winner at 2, 3 and 
4, Deputed Testamony was a 
pleasant mix of precocity and 
classic stamina. Winning 11 of 
his 20 starts over those three 
campaigns. Deputed Testa¬ 
mony was a fairly versatile 
horse, capable of using his 
speed to take a challenging 
position and then staying on to 
defeat his opposition. 

That is how he won his 
Preakness. Drawn in the third 
post in the 12-horse field. 
Deputed Testamony raced in 
fourth at the quarter. Miller 
maintained a steady course with 
Deputed Testamony along the 
rail as other horses tried to rally 
outside. When the big push 
came, the bay met the chal¬ 
lenge. Still driving up the rail, 
the mud-streaked colt passed 
pacesetter Desert Wine and 
pulled away under a hand ride 
to win by two and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths. Kentucky Derby 
winner Sunny's Halo was sixth; 
stablemate Parfaitement, who 
finished 16th in the Derby, was 
eighth after pressing the early

was the 12th-fastest in the 
race's history. 

The joyous group of Boni¬ 
faces worked its way to the 
winner's circle, with Big Bill 
and BiU leading the colt into the 
infield enclosure. 

Deputed Testamony was 
the eighth, and remains the 
last, Maryland-bred to win the 
Preakness. 

CAREER AT STUD 

The classic score was 
Deputed Testamony's career 
highlight, but he mrned in a 
thrilling performance that sum¬ 
mer in winning Monmouth's 
Haskell Invitational-Gl as the 
co-topweight with Slew o' Gold 


(who finished sixth). He also 
won the Grade 3 Governor's 
Cup Handicap at Bowie. 

Deputed Testamony took 
both of his starts at 4, the sec¬ 
ond coming in the race imme¬ 
diately preceding the 109th 
running of Preakness. In that 
race, the City of Baltimore 
Handicap, he set a new track 
record of 1:40% for the mile 
and an eighth—a record which 
stands to this day—^but exited 
with a hairline fracture of a 
wing of the coffin bone in his 
right fore foot. 

A goal to compete in the 
inaugural Breeders' Cup that 
fall never materialized, and 
Deputed Testamony was retired 
with earnings of $674,329. 


Syndicated for $5 million (40 
shares at $125,000 per share). 
Deputed Testamony initially 
stood for a fee of $25,000 hve 
foal. 

Bill Boniface recalled that 
on Travers day 1983, ‘d went 
through the boxes at Saratoga 
and sold three shares, includ¬ 
ing one to Mr. [E.P] Taylor, 
who was the biggest breeder in 
Maryland at the time." 

Those figures look rather 
robust these days, when only 
one stallion in Maryland stands 
for that much. But the early and 
middle 1980s were boom times 
in horse racing and breeding, 
and the staUions of that era 
rarely covered more than 50 
mares. When changes to the tax 
code broke the breeding busi¬ 


ness in the late 1980s, the econ¬ 
omy for the business changed 
radically. 

As a result, Boniface said. 
Deputed Testamony's ‘Tee 
went down more as a reflection 
of the overall market." 

As a sire. Deputed Testa¬ 
mony was a blue collar stallion 
for the working man, siring 
more than 60 percent winners 
from foals, significantly higher 
than the national average of 48 
percent for the breed. Those 
are the statistics for the sire of 
very sound race horses. 

“Deputed Testamony did 
very well as a regional sire and 
produced a lot of stakes horses 
for us and other breeders in the 
region," said BiUy. “In particu¬ 
lar, Maryland Million Day was a 
good day for his offspring. The 
type of person who bred to 
DT was a local breeder who 
raced his own, and that is a day 
to showcase their best horses." 
Deputed Testamony ranks 
third on the all-time Maryland 
Million sires Hst, with 11 wins. 

Among Deputed Testa¬ 
mony's best offspring are 
ChurchbeU Chimes (winner of 
the Maryland Million Oaks and 
Maryland Milhon Distaff), 
Maryland Million Classic win¬ 
ners Testing and Reputed 
Testamony, multiple graded 
winner Testafly, two-time 
Maryland Million Turf winner 
Wins ox, and Under Oath, a 
graded stakes winner and dam 
of two stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing Swear by Dixie, who once 
stood at Bonita Farm. As a 
broodmare sire. Deputed Testa¬ 
mony has reached the highest 
echelon. His daughters have 
produced more than a dozen 
stakes winners to date, includ¬ 
ing Grade 1 winners Bellamy 
Road and Whitmore's Conn. 

Today, Bill B oniface is re tired 
from training, with his sons 
Kevin and John taking care 
of the race horses. And stand¬ 
ing at the farm are Kentucky 
Derby winner Go for Gin and 
Mojave Moon. 

But Deputed Testamony, 
pensioned since 2004, with his 
last crop of runners now 3, 
remains the king of the farm— 
a hving legend who carried 
the banner for the state of 
Maryland. ^

Imagina (Chi) 
makes history 
in Caroiina Cup 


S everal years ago, a Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred reader 
pointed out a shortcom¬ 
ing in American steeplechase 
racing. The sport was ignor¬ 
ing half of the Thoroughbred 
population by not offering 
restricted filly/m are races. 

So the first real program 
of American jump races for 
fillies and mares came to be in 
2003. Last year, 38 distaffers 


started over jumps. Thank you, 
Rick Abbott. The Pennsylvania 
breeder, sales agent and horse¬ 
man received a National 
Steeplechase Association award 
for his idea, but more impor¬ 
tantly saw the series blossom 
with an open Grade 1 win by 
Footiights last summer. 

This season the program 
has continued to come of age, 
with Imagina (Chi) becoming 


the first filly or mare to win the 
historic Carohna Cup-NSA2. 

Owned by Augustin Stable 
and trained by Sanna Hendriks, 
the 6-year-old mare defeated 
four male rivals in the $75,000 
novice stakes at Springdale 
Race Course in Camden, S.C., 
on March 29. Restricted to 
novice hurdlers, the race does 
not carry the weight it once 
did (when an open stakes with 
Grade 1 status), but ifs stiU a 
major part of the sport. 

And now ifs been won by 
a female. Imagina (Jody Petty) 
rated off the pace of runaway 
leader Dr. Bloomer early and 
then flew past hke a kite on 
a windy day. She went from 
fourth to first before the sec¬ 
ond-last, sprinted around the 
turn, and drew off late to score 
by nine lengths in 4:06.80 for 
the two and an eighth miles. 

Petty called his mount a ball 
of determination. 


‘‘She’s got an amazing jump 
and a good gallop, but what 
makes her good is she loves 
to run down horses,” said the 
jockey. “You can just feel her 
see horses and run them down. 
She loves to size them up, loves 
to conquer them. She sees what 
she wants to do and reaches 
for it. That’s what I love about 
her.” 

Imported by Augustin in 
2005, Imagina started jumping 
in 2006 and managed two sec¬ 
onds in four starts. In 2007, the 
daughter of Great Regent won 
three times—including stakes 
at Fair HiU and Far HiUs—on 
the way to $72,950 in earnings 
(second to Footiights on the 
fiUy/mare table). 

Hendriks thought of the 
Carolina Cup as a viable option 
to filly/mare races later in the 
spring. 

“I looked at the condition 
book and there really wasn’t a

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filly/m are stakes until Nashville 
[in May], and she didn’t run 
well over that course last year, 
so I thought. What the heck? 
It’s a lot of money, so let’s 
take a shot,’ ” Hendriks said 
beforehand. 

First run in 1930, the Caro- 
hna Cup has been contested 
over timber, natural brush 
fences and now National 
fences. The race became a nov¬ 
ice stakes—and part of the 
Steeplechase Triple Crown—^in 
2006. 

Despite training in Penn¬ 
sylvania aU winter, Hendriks’s 
horses came into 2008 in good 
form as they swept the first two 
stakes of the season. Polaris 
Stable’s Preemptive Strike 
kicked off the year with a run¬ 
away triumph in the $45,000 
Imperial Cup at Aiken on 
March 22. 

The champion Maryland- 
bred steeplechaser of 2004, 
Preemptive Strike halted 
a losing streak that dated to 
October 2005. The chesmut 
son of Roanoke missed aU of 
2006 with an injury and hit the 
board five times without win¬ 
ning in seven starts (all stakes) 
last year. 

He got the victory out of 
the way quickly in 2008, wiring 
the Aiken field from the start 
and roaring home by three and 
three-quarters lengths under 
substitute jockey Carl Rafter. 
Aboard due to an injury to Jody 
Petty one race earlier. Rafter 
seHed the moment—despite 
the horse’s reputation. 

‘T had seen him race and 
I knew he could be awkward 
going to the start and that he’s 
had problems settling in his 
races,” Rafter said. ‘‘Sanna told 
me to go to the front and if 
they take me on, we would have 
to take things from there. We 
knew there were a couple in 
there that were keen.” 

Hip Hop, Gryffindor and 
Sound Blaster (Ire) all had the 
potential to show early speed, 
but they deferred to the winner 
at the start. Preemptive Strike 
roUed to an eight-length advan¬ 
tage early, and had plenty left 


for Hip Hop in the stretch. 
Gliding (N2) finished third. 
The winner covered the two 
and a quarter miles in 4:17.40. 

‘‘He’s the kind of horse 
that you just try to ride with a 
long rein and sit quiet on,” said 
Rafter. “My horse was always 
traveling great. You’re actually 
going faster than you feel, but 
he covers the ground so nicely, 
he’s very economical. He was a 
handy winner.” 

Preemptive Strike won for 
the eighth time in his jump 
career, which came to be when 
breeder Klobia Carroll gave up 
on the horse’s flat racing pros¬ 
pects after two starts in 2000 
and several injuries. Initially 
trained by Paul Rowland, the 
flashy chestnut broke his hurdle 
maiden in 2002 and vaulted up 
the ladder to stakes horse and 
$387,336 in earnings. He’s 
never won a Grade 1 stakes, but 
he’s twice won a Grade 2 and 


has five Grade 1 placings, 
including a third to 2007 Echpse 
Award-winning steeplechaser 
Good Night Shirt in last year’s 
Lonesome Glory Hurdle.

The best story of the young 
season came in the opening 
event, when Classy Brute won 
Aiken’s $15,000 maiden hurdle 
for owner Anne Haynes, jockey 
Will Haynes and trainer Mike 
Berryman—the wife, son and 
best friend (respectively) of 
trainer Bruce Haynes, who died 
in January of a heart attack. 

Classy Brute took over from 
early leader Magic Maker and 
outran Cuse late to give the 
younger Haynes his first riding 
victory. 

“It was a pretty special 
moment, really exciting,” said 


Haynes. “To get my first win, 
with aU that’s happened, this 
was a really great way to honor 
my dad.” 

At the Carolina Cup, owner 
Bill Pape and trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard graduated another 
quality maiden when The Price 
of Love came home first in 
a maiden special weight hur¬ 
dle with a $25,000 purse. The 
5-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
son of Prenup fought off sev¬ 
eral challenges late and won by 
three-quarters of a length for 
jockey Danielle Hodsdon. 

Also bred by Pape and Shep¬ 
pard, the winning gelding 
boasts a direct tail female line 
of Pape/Sheppard horses, 
starting with his dam Sohtary 
Signal, followed by stakes-win¬ 
ning granddam Lonely BaUa- 
dier, Frankie and Johnny (a full 
sister to Eclipse Award winner 
Martie’s Anger) and Martie’s 
Mad.

Lilith Boucher trained 
the winner, who caught World

The first race on the card, 
a one and a half-mile train¬ 
ing flat, was won by Star Ten 
Stable’s Class Bopper, another 
Mede Cahaba-bred out of a 
Class Secret mare handled by 
the Bouchers.

Bone cysts may 
cause sudden 
lameness 


A ll bone starts out as carti¬ 
lage, which gradually con¬ 
verts to bone through a 
process known as ossification. 
Sometimes the process is dis¬ 
rupted, and areas of cartilage 
fail to develop into bone. 

These bone abnormalities, 
called bone cysts, are most 
prevalent in young horses who 
spend too much time in a stall 
or consume a high-starch diet. 

Bone cysts may be osteo¬ 
chondritis dissecans (OCD) 
lesions, or they may be the result 
of a traumatic injury to the car¬ 
tilage and the bone beneath it. 
Older horses also can develop 
bone cysts, but those usually 
are due to trauma. 

‘‘Subchondral cystic lesions 
[lesions in the bone beneath 
the cartilage] have often been 
proposed as a manifestation of 
osteochondrosis by a number 
of authors, and there is patho¬ 
logic evidence to support this,’’ 
noted C. Wayne Mcllwraith, 
B.V.Sc., Ph.D., director of the 
Orthopaedic Research Center 
at Colorado State University. 
“When we have a yearling horse 
with a large subchondral cystic 
lesion in one stifle and a defect 
in the other, we feel comfort¬ 
able to assume the cause to be 
osteochondrosis.” 

BLACK HOLE 

In radiographs, bone cysts 
appear as an oval or dome¬ 
shaped “black hole” beneath 
the surface of the joint where 
bone has failed to form. Most 
bone cysts occur before the 


horse is 8 months old, but they 
often go unnoticed until sud¬ 
den lameness occurs when the 
horse’s joint is subjected to 
the rigors of training, or the 
youngster is being prepped for 
a sale. 

Bone cysts commonly occur 
in the stifle and cause hind limb 
lameness, but they often are 
found in the fetlock, too. 

“The less-resilient cartilage 
develops flaws and crevices, 
which then allow influx of joint 
fluid, which results in cavita¬ 
tion of the bone,” explained 
Jonathan Lumsden, B.V.Sc., 
a board-certified veterinary 
surgeon at Randwick Equine 
Centre in Randwick, New 
South Wales. “Enlargement of 
the cyst has also been shown 
to result from cells producing 
en 2 ymes in the lining of devel¬ 
oped cysts capable of causing 
bone resorption.” 

Ken SuUins, D.VM., M.S., 
professor of equine surgery at 
Virginia Tech’s Marion duPont 
Scott Equine Medical Center, 
said bone cysts are an inflam¬ 
matory condition that becomes 
worse when the synovial (joint) 
fluid exerts pressure on the 
defect. 

“The best explanation we 
have is that we get a disrup¬ 
tion in the cartilage surface, 
full thickness of the bone, and 
then the hydraulic forces of 
the synovial fluid concentrate 
in there with a lot of force, and 
the bone re sorbs and continues 
to do so until the cyst gets big 
enough that the pressure isn’t 


enough to make it expand any 
more,” SuUins said. 

During this process, a 
fibrous lining containing 
inflammatory mediators forms 
around the lesion, which causes 
lameness. But SuUins said pain 
also emanates from the sub¬ 
chondral bone. 

“So when you go to block 
one with an intra-articular 
injection tike you would block 
a joint for lameness, it usually 
won’t block completely because 
you’re not blocking the bone 
pain, you’re only blocking the 
joint inflammation,” he said. 

X-rays, as part of a com¬ 
plete physical examination, are 
the best diagnostic tool to iden¬ 
tify a bone cyst. 

REST VS. SURGERY 

SulUns said that bone cysts 
must be handled on a case- 
by-case basis. Variations in the 
severity of the lesion, as well as 
different expectations for the 
horse’s future, affect the deci¬ 
sion on how to proceed. 

“Conservative therapy, 
which may require nine to 12 
months of paddock rest, has 
been associated with resolu¬ 
tion of lameness and return 
to racing,” Lumsden noted. 
“Unfortunately, the number 
of horses managed by conser¬ 
vative therapy that have been 
evaluated in the veterinary Ut- 
erature is very limited, but suc¬ 
cess rates are approximately 50 
percent. Anecdotal evidence 
suggests conservative therapy 
is associated with a more pro¬ 
tracted convalescence and a 
less predictable outcome than 
foUowing surgical treatment.” 

For horses 1 year old or 
younger, SuUins advocates 
injections of hyaluronic acid, a 
major component of synovial 
fluid, to reduce inflammation 
from the bone cyst. In very 
young horses, SuUins said he 
prefers using hyaluronic acid 
to steroids because it does not 
cause the negative effects on 
the joint that steroids do. 

After he injects the joint 
with hyaluronic acid, SulUns 
monitors the effects, if any, of 


the treatment by radiographing 
the joint at six to eight-week 
intervals. If the treatment is 
not successful, surgery may be 
the next option. 

Some surgeons use arthro¬ 
scopic surgery, in which the 
surgeon works with his instru¬ 
ments through a smaU sUt, to 
clean out the bone cyst. But 
SulUns, who is board certi¬ 
fied in veterinary surgery, said 
his technique of preference is 
arthrotomy, or open-joint sur- 
gery. 

“I think that arthroscopical- 
ly you don’t get a good enough 
look at them,” he said. “So we 
scoop them out, clean off the 
margin, and take that Uning out, 
and we close them back up. 
Some of them get sound. It’s 
not a sure thing at all.” 

In a recent University of 
Liverpool study, surgeons 
achieved a 64 percent success 
rate for young horses, but only 
a 35 percent rate for older 
horses. 

“The problem is that you 
can look at the x-rays, and the 
x-rays will look fine, but the 
horse will stiU be lame, and we 
don’t know why that is,” SulUns 
added. 

For horses whose lameness 
persists after surgery, SuUins’s 
follow-up treatment is to anes- 
theti 2 e the horse and inject 
steroids directly into the bone 
cyst. 

“I’ve done that and had them 
go sound and stay sound,” he 
said. “The question is whether 
it is going to be permanent, and 
it may not be.” 

Horses undergoing surgery 
have an extended recuperation 
time, typically six months or 
more. 

“People need to know this,” 
SulUns said. “You’re not going 
to operate on it and hand walk 
the horse for three weeks and 
it’s going to be over.” 

Depending on what the 
owner intends to do with the 
horse, SulUns may recommend 
simply injecting the bone cyst 
with steroids to see if that does 
the trick before resorting to 
surgery.

Fm trying to get a horse 
sound, and that’s the only thing 
we’re thinking about and not 
a sale or something like that, 
I would probably recommend 
injecting it [with steroids] first, 
but injecting it right in the cyst, 
not just injecting the joint,” he 
said. 

Stem cell treatment com¬ 
bined with surgery is an option 
for more severe cases or cases 
involving older horses. Alan 
Nixon, B.VSc., M.S., professor 
of large animal surgery and 
director of the Comparative 
Orthopaedics Laboratory at 
Cornell University in New York, 
uses two methods to graft stem 
cells into the bone cyst after 
debridement. One involves har¬ 
vesting bone marrow from the 
patient weeks before surgery, 
isolating the stem cells from 
it, and then propagating those 
stems cells in the laboratory 
over about a three-week period 
to get millions of stem cells 
for the procedure. The other 
method, which is less expensive 


and quicker, utili 2 es bone mar¬ 
row taken from the patient dur¬ 
ing surgery; the bone marrow 
is centrifuged to isolate stem 
cells, which are injected imme¬ 
diately into the bone cyst. 

NOT SO SWEET 

Bone cysts that arise from 
OCD lesions, rather than trau¬ 
ma, may be caused by a genetic 
predisposition to OCD or by 
insulin resistance. Low dietary 
copper also is being investi¬ 
gated as a possible factor, along 
with extended periods of stall 
confinement in foals. 

A high-protein ration has 
been cited traditionally as one of 
the major causes of OCD, but 
Rutgers University researcher 
Sarah Ralston, VM.D, Ph.D, 
said more recent data show 
that high-carbohydrate content 
coupled with hyperglycemia 
and hyperinsuhnism and/or 
mineral deficits or excesses are 
more significant factors. High 
protein intake is no longer con¬ 


sidered a contributing factor to 
lesion formation. 

While studying the effects 
of different diet regimens in 
young horses in the 1990s, 
Ralston, who is board certified 
in veterinary nutrition, made 
a discovery she calls ‘‘seren¬ 
dipitous.” Young Standardbred 
horses who exhibited unusu¬ 
ally high glucose and insulin 
concentrations after ingesting a 
grain meal were the same ones 
who had radiographic evidence 
of OCD at the time of testing. 
Since then, the link between 
OCD and high starch intake 
and hyperinsuHnemia has been 
documented in several stud¬ 
ies, including a major one in 
Thoroughbreds. A strong 
genetic predisposition for the 
problem also has been docu¬ 
mented in several breeds. 

“Many of the horses we 
breed today may be genetically 
predisposed to OCD, possi¬ 
bly due to selection for rapid 
growth rates,” Ralston said. 


“But not every foal out of the 
same mating will get it. 

“There appears to be a cor¬ 
relation with early insuhn resis¬ 
tance and OCD lesion forma¬ 
tion, but we are now looking 
for the genetic and metabolic 
markers that determine which 
foals will be predisposed to the 
problem and which ones will 
not have lesions, regardless of 
diet,” Ralston continued. “We 
know that high insulin concen¬ 
trations have a direct impact on 
the disposition and utilization 
of fat and can potentially affect 
bone mineralization and calci¬ 
um-phosphorus metabohsm. 

“Insuhn also affects the 
release of growth hormones 
and thyroxin which, in turn, has 
an impact on the formation of 
cartilage. However, we have 
found that not every young 
horse that develops OCD is 
insuhn resistant and not all 
weanhngs and yearhngs with 
high insuhn secretion will get 
OCD lesions. There are still a lot 
of unanswered questions.” ^

hen you talk to him, 
If If tell him to ride my 
W W rider ” That’s the mes¬ 
sage you receive from agent 
Ronnie Gerardo when you’re 
looking for his former jockey 
Dane Kobiskie. 

In racing, the shoe quick¬ 
ly moves to the other foot. 
Kobiskie retired from riding 
and became a trainer this winter. 
Now his former agent hustles 
him. Kobiskie always yearned 
to be a horse trainer—^growing 
up in Kansas, through college 
in Florida, through a stint in 
the Marines, an internship at 
the famed Taylor Made Farm 
in Kentucky, jobs as an exercise 
rider and assistant and a nearly 
three-year career as a jockey. 

‘When I won my first race 
at Churchill Downs, I stated it 
then,” Kobiskie said. “When I 
won my first race in Maryland, 
I stated it then too. I wanted 
to train. I learned a lot and 
enjoyed riding, but I was picky; 
I tried to ride for good people 
and give it 100 percent every 
time I went out there.” 

On March 30, Kobiskie got 
what he always wanted: his first 
winner. Well, not his first win¬ 
ner—he had 287 of those as 
a jockey—but his first winner 
without a helmet and a whip. 

“It was more exciting than 
any win I ever had riding races,” 
Kobiskie said. “Growing up it’s 
something every kid dreams 
about, watching ESPN, ABC, 
seeing the hype and good side 
of racing. I remember watch-

ing Affirmed and Alydar. Then 
I stumbled into Keeneland and 
was hooked for hfe.” 

Bolstered by a commit¬ 
ment from owners Paula and 
Tom Haughey, who maintain 
the active stable known as 
PTK LLC, Kobiskie retired 


in February and embarked on 
his training career, beginning 
the odyssey with 25 horses at 
Bowie Training Center. 

Yacht Man eased through 
on the rail to capmre a $5,000 
claimer to sohdify a special spot 
in Kobiskie’s career. No $5,000 


claimer ever felt hke this. Yacht 
Man pulled away to win by six 
and a quarter lengths. Malcolm 
Franklin guided the bay gelding 
for his former compatriot. 

Kobiskie, 29, hails from 
Wichita, Kans. He’s packed a 
full career onto his racing 
resume—^galloping, assisting or 
riding races for such big names 
as John Ward, Dallas Stewart, 
Todd Pletcher, Michael Pino, 
Steve Asmussen and Rodney 
Jenkins. 

Kobiskie began his rid¬ 
ing career in June 2005, but 
at 5’ 8”—and with a college 
degree—^he was never meant 
to last in that world. Not that 
he couldn’t ride. He performed 
well on the Maryland circuit, 
riding first call for Jenkins, but 
it was always on borrowed time. 
Now he’s training a barn full 
of horses. 

“I know how lucky I am to 
start with 25 horses for owners 
Hke these,” Kobiskie said. “Right 
now I’m training privately for 
them but I can’t have enough 
horses. I want to be huge.” 

The Harrison E. Johnson 
Memorial Handicap on March 
29 attracted an evenly matched 
field of five. Prices ranged 
from 2-1 to 4-1 in the $60,000 
stakes. Two of the quintet were 
riding two-race win streaks and 
at the end of the nine furlongs, 
one streak had ended and one 
had continued. Although, no 
one knew which was which. 

Finally the photo finish 
camera sided with Joseph 
Shields Jr.’s Areata, who out- 
bobbed Eddie C. by a nose. 
It was a yawning gap of nine 
and three-quarters lengths 
back to the third horse, 2007 
Maryland MilHon Turf winner 
Forty Crowns. Areata, trained 
by Graham Motion and ridden 
by Jeremy Rose, finished the 
distance in 1:53. 

A homebred from Florida, 
Areata improved his career 
record to 5-for-lO, while his 
Laurel Park record stands at a 
gaudy 3-for-4. The 4-year-old 
colt is by Shields’s Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Wagon Limit.

Double Or Nothing con¬ 
tinued New York’s raid of 
the Laurel stakes book when 
sweeping the Private Terms 
Stakes on March 22. Trained 
by Richard Dutrow, Double 
Or Nothing accounted for the 
eighth stakes victory (out of 
15 stakes contested) for a New 
York-based horse this winter. 

Owned by Sanford Gold- 
farb, Michael Dubb and Cast 
of Characters, Double Or 
Nothing outlasted 10 rivals 
to win the $60,000 stakes for 
3-year-olds by a half length. 
Abel Castellano picked up the 
call after entries closed and 
guided the son of Double 
Honor to the victory over hard¬ 
hitting Maryland-bred Regal 
Solo and Vanderkaay. Favorite 
Cave’s Valley finished fourth. 
Double Or Nothing completed 
the mile in 1:38.66. The first 
five horses finished within a 
length and a quarter. 

Making his stakes debut. 
Double Or Nothing came in 
off a victory against starter/ 
allowance company at Aque¬ 
duct. With 11 starts under his 
belt, he was the most experi¬ 
enced horse in the field. 

Dutrow claimed the Florida- 
bred gelding at Saratoga 
last summer for $50,000. In 
seven starts since. Double Or 
Nothing has earned $108,600. 
His lifetime earnings now stand 
at $133,782. 

Kiaran McLaughlin contrib¬ 
uted to the New York car¬ 
pet-bagging when he shipped 
Jeff Singer’s Armonk from 
Belmont to win the Wide 
Country Stakes on March 8. 
The 3-year-old daughter of 
Mi 22 en Mast stalked the pace 
before drawing off to win by 
two and a half lengths over 


Hartigan and early pacesetter 
Kosmo’s Buddy. 

Sent off as the favorite in 
the field of seven, Armonk 
completed seven furlongs over 
the sloppy track in 1:26.83 
under Juhan Pimentel. George 
Stryker bred Armonk in Ken¬ 
tucky. With her first stakes win, 
Armonk improved her record 
to 3-for-8 while bankrolling 
$189,155. 

Howard and Sondra Bender 
appear to have another star 
in the barn. Their Maryland- 
bred Access Fee won for the 
second time in as many starts, 
cruising to a seven and a half- 
length win against allowance 
foes on March 15. 

A 3-year-old daughter of 
Menifee and stakes winner 
Denied Access, thus a half- 
sister to stakes horses Access 
Agenda and Access Approved, 
Access Fee led every step, 
increasing her margin at every 
call under Jose Caraballo. Sent 
off as the overwhelming 
favorite. Access Fee trounced 
Princess Nyla while complet¬ 
ing five and a half furlongs in 
1:04.31. She turned in a nearly 
identical performance in her 
career debut on February 20 
at Laurel. 

John McDaniel’s Hickory 
Ridge Farm received its fourth 
winner’s check from Big 
Patti (from six outings) with 
the 4-year-old filly’s allowance 
score on March 6. The home¬ 
bred daughter of Housebuster 
shocked a strong field of allow¬ 
ance horses. Sent off the lon¬ 
gest price in the field of seven 
at 14-1, Big Patti nailed the 
second-longest shot, Trae’s 
Lady, in the final strides to win 
by head. Ferris Allen trained 
the winner, who was ridden by 
Horacio Karamanos.

Spring at last. Turf racing 
at Laurel ushers in spring and 
this year spring emerged on 
March 28. That’s when Blue 
Sailor streaked to a facile vic¬ 
tory, going five and a half 
furlongs over the green grass 
in 1:02.83. Owned by Robert 
Gorsuch, Robert Kreis and 
Raymond Makarovich Jr., Blue 
Sailor drew off to score by 
three lengths. 

Blue Sailor rattled off a win 
and two game seconds sprint¬ 
ing over the Laurel mrf last fall. 
Trainer Howard Wolfendale 
skipped the winter dirt circuit 
with Blue Sailor, instead prefer¬ 
ring to count down the days 
until the first mrf race. The 
4-year-old gelded son of North¬ 
ern Afleet won for the fourth 
time in his 19-race career. 

Ready to Bla 2 e, who had 
won his first two hfetime starts 
for Caldera Racing Stable and 
trainer Jim McGreevy last 
spring, set the pace before 
weakening to third. The 5-year- 
old son of More Than Ready 
had been on the sidelines for 
11 months. 

Nobody plays the claiming 
game better than Dale Capuano. 
The veteran Maryland con¬ 
ditioner dared the claim box 
when sending out Kaleem 
Shah’s My Brooklynne Rose 
for a $16,000 tag on February 
23. Remrning from a nine- 
month layoff, the daughter of 


Indian Charlie drew out to a 
seven and a half-length win 
that day. Capuano didn’t blink 
and wheeled her back 13 days 
later, risking her for a $25,000 
tag. This time she won by nine 
and a quarter lengths. 

Next stop, allowance? A 
Kenmcky-bred, My Brook¬ 
lynne Rose was purchased in 
the name of Shah Stable for 
$98,000 at the 2006 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic May 2-year- 
olds in training sale. She just 
missed in her career debut that 
December. It took her four 
months to remrn to the races 
when she flopped going two 
mrns on the mrf Two more 
two-mrn starts yielded a weU- 
beaten third and fourth, then 
another long layoff before her 
maiden claiming victory. 

Carlos Garcia bravely played 
the claiming game, winning 
four straight with HFA Stable’s 
Belle’s Broker. After sending 
him out to five mrf starts last 
summer, Garcia switched the 
Maryland-bred to the dirt— 
and that’s when the streak 
began. Belle’s Broker surged 
to a one-length victory against 
$5,000 claimers on November 
28, remrned to do it again on 
December 14 and another time 
on January 23. 

Bettors weren’t any more 
impressed than claiming train¬ 
ers; the dark bay gelding never 
went off as favorite. Finally on 
March 6, in his fourth straight 
victory, the claim shp had his 


name on it. Scott Lake haltered 
the 6-year-old son of Storm 
Broker for $7,500 on behalf 
of Ben MondeUo and Adam 
Russo. 

Four races, four wins and 
the claim netted more than 
$30,000. 

Robert Leaf Jr. continues to 
reap the benefits of the Mary¬ 
land stallion Same Day Delivery. 
The owner/trainer upset a 
maiden claimer on March 29 
with Propt Delivery, a 4-year- 
old fiUy bred in Maryland by 
Wilham Delp. 

Leaf achieved his biggest 
career score as a trainer when 
Same Day Dehvery’s daugh¬ 
ter Deliver the Roses, owned 
and bred by Paul Hartman, 
shocked the Maryland Million 
Turf Sprint in 2006. 

Same Day Dehvery stands 
for $1,000 at Hartman’s farm 
in Hydes, Md. 

Propt Delivery made her 
career debut in a $25,000 
maiden claimer in February, 
finishing fourth of five. Leaf 
dropped the latch and aimed at 
a $7,500 maiden claimer, where 
she led every step to win by a 
comfortable three and a half 
lengths under apprentice Katie 
Crews. 

Propt Dehvery paid $43.20 
and led a $776.80 exacta with 
46-1 Stellarperformance. 

Sally Thomas received 
a reward for her conviction 
when her homebred Expect 
No Love ripped through her 


maiden condition on March 29. 
The Maryland-bred daughter 
of Doneraile Court had tried 
short on the turf, long on the 
turf, short on the dirt, long 
on the dirt and finally rehshed 
the move back to short on the 
dirt, winning by six and a quar¬ 
ter lengths for trainer Ferris 
Allen and jockey H or ado 
Karamanos. 

Out of four-time winner 
She Loves Me Not (by Not 
For Love), Expect No Love 
began her career at Colonial 
Downs last summer and just 
missed picking up black type 
when finishing fourth, beaten 
a nose for the third spot, in the 
Gin Talking Stakes at Laurel 
in September. Given a short 
respite after that performance, 
she returned to hit the board in 
all four of her starts since. 

The Shane family shocked 
bettors on March 14 when pro¬ 
ducing a $181.80 win ticket 
with Wolf the Chemist. Bred 
by Michael Shane, owned by 
Terry and Christopher Shane 
and trained by Terry Shane, the 
winner shot to the lead under 
Carlos Quinones, bounced 
off the rail near the three-six¬ 
teenths pole, then sauntered 
home by two and three quar¬ 
ters lengths. 

A bay colt by Louis Quatorze, 
Wolf the Chemist dispatched 
seven rivals in the seven-fur- 
long maiden special weight. ^

TO ENHANCE 
RACING 
PROGRAM

L ooking to increase interest 
in its simulcast signal on a 
day when New York rac¬ 
ing is dark, Philadelphia Park 
spiced up its Tuesday cards 
beginning on March 18 with 
four $75,000 overnight stakes 
named for local towns—the 
Bensalem, Langhorne, Norris¬ 
town and Bristol Stakes. 

The Bensalem Stakes 
launched the series, with vic¬ 
tory going to Harry and Tom 
Meyerhoff’s Eternal Star, a 
hghdy raced 4-year-old colt 
from the arsenal of Maryland- 
based trainer Mike Trombetta. 

With Juhan Pimentel in the 
irons. Eternal Star scored by 
two and three-quarters lengths, 
defeating seven rugged com¬ 
petitors in the six and half- 
furlong test. In his wake were 
several stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing Banjo Picker, Chase the 
Line and the always-dangerous 
Master of Disaster. Eternal 
Star’s time over a fast track was 
1:15.80. 

Eternal Star (Five Star Day 
—Retsina’s Princess, by Eter¬ 
nal Prince), purchased by the 
Meyerhoffs at the 2005 Keene- 
land September yearhng sale 
for $65,000, won the Bensalem 
in his 10th career outing. He 
has won half of his starts, and 
is now a two-time stakes win¬ 
ner of $173,850. 

Golden Oak Farm LLC’s 
homebred Jet Away Jane 
stepped away from state-bred 
competition and successfully 



tackled open company in the 
Langhorne Stakes on March 
25, adding a third stakes victory 
to her record. 

The 5-year-old mare drove 
from last to first in the six and 
a half-furlong event, starting 
her rally on the mrn and barrel¬ 
ing into the stretch three-wide. 
Benefiting from a heady ride by 
apprentice Angel Rodrigue 2 , as 
well as some very fast opening 
sphts (:44.83, 1:09.67), she col¬ 
lared the Steve Klesaris-trained 
Oelectra nearing the eighth 
pole to take the lead, and then 
flashed under the wire two 
lengths in front of fast-closing 
You Asked, trained by Alan 
Goldberg. 

Favored Devil House, a 
stakes winner sent to Philadel¬ 
phia by New York-based train¬ 
er Bruce Levine, set the pace to 


the stretch and gave way to fin¬ 
ish fourth. S W Aly’svalentine 
and Unreal Rocket completed 
the order of finish. 

‘‘When she came down the 
stretch, it was like she said, ‘Get 
outta my way, girls!’ ” said Ted 
Stepanoff, who owns Jet Away 
Jane with his wife, Robin. “This 
mare ready has a huge heart, 
and defeating some very tough 
open company hke she did was 
very gratifying to us.” 

The victory in the Langhorne 
was worth $43,700 and boosted 
Jet Away Jane’s career earn¬ 
ings to $338,397. She has been 
an ultra-consistent performer 
throughout her three seasons 
of racing: From 24 starts, she 
has won or placed 22 times. 

Jet Away Jane (Unbridled 
Jet—^Mints First Star, byBeyond 
the Mint) descends from the 


Ack Kerala mare Ack’s First 
Step, who was the first mare 
the Stepanoffs purchased 
when they decided to become 
involved in Thoroughbred 
breeding in the early 1990s. 
Purchased for $1,500, a price 
that included a season to 
the Key to the Mint stallion 
Beyond the Mint, Ack’s First 
Step produced Mints First Star, 
who earned $102,024 for the 
couple before retiring to their 
Golden Oak Farm in Oley, Pa. 
Ack’s First Step went on to 
produce multiple stakes win¬ 
ner and $274,062-earner Freon 
Flier (by Waquoit). 

Mints First Star has four 
foals to race, all winners; Jet 
Away Jane is her first stakes 
winner. She has an unraced 
2-year-old colt by Unbridled 
Jet named Jet Outa My Way, 
and a yearling colt by Louis 
Quator 2 e. The Stepanoffs said 
Mints First Star will be return¬ 
ing to Unbridled Jet this year. 

Jeffrey Harris, son of 
g longtime Philadelphia Inquirer 
5 handicapper and turf writer 
I Craig Donnelly, got off to 
s a flying start in his training 
career, saddling his first starter. 
Routine Patrol, to a hard- 
fought head victory over Try an 
in a maiden claiming sprint on 
March 16. 

Routine Patrol, a 3-year- 
old son of Outflanker whom 
Harris had claimed for $12,500 
in his last start, on January 21, 
was on Lasix for the first time 
while in for the same tag. With 
Jose Flores aboard, he spurted 
out of the gate and was never 
headed in the six-furlong race, 
although the hder of Tryan, 
Kendrick Carmouche, claimed 
foul for alleged interference 
near the wire. Stewards dis¬ 
allowed the claim, handing 
Harris’s runner the decision. 

Tom Coulter’s Forlorn 
Hope proved best in a six 
and a half-furlong starter 
allowance for 3-year-old fillies 
on March 15, prevailing by a 
length and three-quarters over 
six rivals. But stewards found 
that she had interfered with 
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Jim McCue

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New Farm’s Prim Wildcat dur¬ 
ing the stretch drive and put up 
the second-place finisher, Bob 
Van Sciver’s Taras Fortune, as 
the longshot winner. 

The disquahfication cost 
Coulter and trainer Bernie 
Houghton a $16,200 payday, 
and prevented Forlorn Hope 
from winning two races in a 
row She had broken her maid¬ 
en in special weight company, 
scoring by more than a do 2 en 
lengths, in the first race run 
at Penn National after that 
track reopened for five racing 
on February 14 in conjunc¬ 
tion with the new Hollywood 
Casino. 

Taras Fortune is trained by 
Ron Glorioso, and the victory 
was the New York-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Ri 22 i’s second from five 
lifetime starts. 

A large group of friends 
and co-workers crowded into 
the winner’s circle on March 11 
in honor of Phil Parker, who 
announced his retirement as 
Philadelphia’s clerk of scales. 
The only person missing from 
the gathering was Parker him¬ 
self, who wasn’t even at the 
track. 

‘Tt was my day off,” 
explained Parker, a racing office 
employee at Philadelphia Park 
since 1980. ‘d didn’t even see it 
on television, because I can’t 
get Philadelphia Park racing 
where I live.” 

While performing his duties 
at Philadelphia Park, Parker 
commuted to Bensalem from 
his home in Annville, Pa.—a 
200-mile round trip. 

‘d’m 64 now, and I felt like 
I couldn’t give 100 percent any 
more,” he said, was getting 
pretty burned out, and consid¬ 
ering gasoline is now over $3 a 
gallon and toUs on the Penn¬ 
sylvania Turnpike are higher, I 
felt like it was time to retire. I 
had a good career and I really 
enjoyed working with [racing 
secretary] Sal Sinatra the last 
seven years—^he’s the best.” 

Before starting at Phila¬ 
delphia Park, Parker was an 
official at several other tracks. 
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including Detroit Race Course. 
He also served as Philadelphia’s 
stakes coordinator. 

During his retirement, 
Parker is keeping his hand in 
racing. He took out a jockey’s 
agent hcense at Penn National, 
which is only minutes from 
his home, and currently has 
the books of two journey¬ 
man riders formerly based at 
Philadelphia—Joanne McDaid 
and Jordano Tunon. 

‘‘I worked as a jock’s agent 
back in the late 1970s at Pocono 
Downs,” he said. ‘‘So far. Pm 
doing well with my riders, and I 
don’t feel like Pm under a lot of 
pressure. Purses are higher at 
Penn, and the facility is beauti¬ 
ful, so Pm really optimistic that 
PU do well here.” 

A ground-breaking cere¬ 
mony for Philadelphia Park’s 
stand-alone casino took place 
on March 18, under a large 


white tent in the area previ¬ 
ously used for the front park¬ 
ing lot. 

State and local officials, along 
with representatives of the 
Pennsylvania Gaming Control 
Board, wielded silver shovels, 
tossing ceremonial clumps of 
dirt onto a pile that signified 
the beginning of Greenwood 
Gaming & Entertainment’s 
work on a $350 million facility 
that the company is required to 
build in order to retain its slots 
license. 

In April 2007, Greenwood 
petitioned the Gaming Board 
to have the grandstand func¬ 
tion as a permanent slots 
casino, claiming it had already 
invested millions of dollars 
in renovations. But after an 
outcry from the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association, which wants most 
of the grandstand restored as 


a racing and simulcasting facil¬ 
ity, the Gaming Board rejected 
Greenwood’s petition. 

Governor Edward RendeU 
was scheduled to be the keynote 
speaker at the ground-breaking, 
but was prevented from attend¬ 
ing when Interstate 95 was shut 
down because of a crumbhng 


support beam underneath the 
heavily traveled roadway near 
Port Richmond. 

The new casino, which will 
hold 4,000 slot machines, is 
scheduled for completion in 
late 2009. #

T rainer J. Michael Rogers, 
who made a move from 
Delaware Park to Penn 
National at the end of 2007, 
is off to a strong start in 2008, 
with an in-the-money percent¬ 
age of 65 percent From 23 
starts, Rogers has to his credit 
four wins, seven seconds and 
four thirds. 

One of Rogers’s new chents 
is The Elks tone Group LLC, 
for whom he won the first race 


on March 28 with homebred 
Doing an Ed, a 3-year-old son 
of Milwaukee Brew. 

‘‘He was actually the first 
horse I trained for Elks tone,” 
said Rogers, a former jockey 
who rode at Penn National. 
Rogers is married to another 
former jockey, Patricia (Trish) 
Gambrell, and they have a 
14-year-old daughter, Brittany. 

Rogers credits trainer Tony 
Du trow, who also trains for 
Elks tone (the stable name of 
Summit Lane, Del., resident 
Stuart M. Grant), for helping 
send some of Elkstone’s horses 
his way. 

“When I left Delaware Park, 
Tony [Dutrow] said he would 
help me any way he could, 
and I really appreciate it,” said 
Rogers. “Oftentimes, a horse 
won’t fit into Elks tone’s pro¬ 
gram at Delaware Park or New 
York, but they do reaUy well at 
Penn National.” 


Rogers, a native of Upperco, 
Md., was an assistant to the 
late Richard Dutrow Sr., Tony 
Dutrow’s father, at Aqueduct in 
the early 1980s. 

“Things are good right now,” 
said Rogers. “In the month of 
March, we should have won 10 
more races than we did, but just 
had some bad racing luck. 

“When we decided to come 
out here, we sold our house 
in Maryland and bought one 
in Hummelstown, Pa., which 
is only 15 minutes from Penn 
National. We used to have to 
commute an hour to Delaware 
Park every day, so being so 
close is great. And my daughter 
is now in the Lower Dauphin 
schools, which she loves.” 

Another of Rogers’s clients 
is Daniel Feiss, for whom he 
trained stakes winner Feisty 
BuU. He has four horses for 
Feiss. Currently, Rogers has 18 


horses in training; he and Trish 
gallop the horses themselves. 

At the end of last season, 
Richard and Gale Reveley must 
have been tempted to retire 
their stellar homebred S W 
Aly’svalentine. But they didn’t. 
And the now 6-year-old mare 
has come out running in 2008, 
finishing second (by a neck to 
Jet Away Jane) in the Foxy J. 
G. Stakes at Philadelphia Park 
on February 2, and adding an 
allowance score on March 5 at 
Penn National. 

Under jockey Vladimir Dia 2 , 
S W Aly’svalentine settled in 
third position through the first 
quarter mile, then quickly ral¬ 
lied three-wide on the turn to 
challenge leader In a Minute. 
She poked her head in front 
turning for home, and then 
spurted away down the stretch 
to coast to an easy four-length 
win in 1:10.92 for the six fur¬ 
longs over a track rated good.

She 
has won 13 of her 32 career 
starts, including a half-do 2 en 
stakes wins, for earnings of 
$ 457 ^ 974 . 

Thomas J. Terry's Hopi’s 
Song made her first start of 
2008 a winning one, scoring a 
frontrunning victory in a maid¬ 
en special weight on March 14 
for trainer Todd Beattie. 

A 3-year-old daughter of 
Songandaprayer, Hopi's Song 
had last started on September 1 
at Presque Isle Downs, finish¬ 
ing fourth. She was sent off as 
the slight favorite over another 
Beattie runner, Winter Ridge, 
and the John Servis-trained 
Simply Sapphire. It was no 
contest after the gates opened, 
however, as jockey Thomas 
Chfton put Hopi's Song on 
the front end and allowed her 
to coast home by nearly five 
lengths in 1:11.47. 

Hopi's Song (out of the 
Cox's Ridge mare Hopi) was 
bred in Florida by Devil Eleven 
Stable (the stable name of bas¬ 
ketball star Bobby Hurley) 
and WaterviUe Insurance and 
Bloodstock.

Jockey Joanne McDaid, 
who had ridden primarily at 
Philadelphia Park the last two 
seasons, has switched her tack 
to Penn National, employing 
former PhiUy clerk of scales 
Phil Parker as her agent. 

‘‘So far, so good," said 
McDaid, a native of Donegal, 
Ireland. “In my first two weeks 
here, I won four races [from 26 
starts], so it's been nice." 

McDaid said she made the 
change to give her business a 
jump start. 

“My business at Philadelphia 
Park kind of tailed off a little," 
she said “Sometimes a change 
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is good, and Penn National is 
a good place to tide now. The 
purses are getting higher, and 
the new facility is really beauti¬ 
ful.” 

McDaid continues to keep 
her ties to Philadelphia Park 
by galloping horses there and 
accepting mounts two days 
a week. She said that train¬ 
ers at Philadelphia who nor¬ 
mally wouldn’t tide her there 
are naming her on mounts at 
Penn. 

Continuing to win at a 
torrid 50 percent chp since 
shipping 22 horses to Penn 
National in February was train¬ 
er Robert Seeger, who races 
under the blue and red silks of 
his Plumstead Stables. Seeger 
recorded the seventh and eighth 
victories of the year on March 
27 and 28, with She^s Stacked 
and Crafty Cammack, respec¬ 
tively. 

She’s Stacked, a 4-year-old 
daughter of Stack—Sajonia, by 
Speedy Prospect, bred by 
Roberta Seeger in Pennsylvania, 
led all the way in a one-mile, 
70-yard, allowance under jock¬ 
ey Maria Charles. Charles, 
although based at Philadelphia 
Park, has been riding most of 
Seeger’s runners at Penn. 

But the victory didn’t come 
easily for She’s Stacked. The 
Stephanie Beattie-trained Ran¬ 
som Due, ridden by William 


Otero, hounded her every step 
of the way. With Ransom Due 
on the inside and She’s Stacked 
on the outside, the pair locked 
horns and dueled to the wire; 
She’s Stacked prevailed by a 
neck in 1:42.52. It was nearly 
seven lengths back to third- 
place finisher Appalachee Bay. 

The next day, Charles 
employed the same strategy 
with Crafty Cammack, sending 
him to the front in a four and 
a half-furlong sprint. But the 
7-year-old Crafty Friend geld¬ 
ing was never seriously chal¬ 
lenged and coasted home by 
three and a quarter lengths over 
three other 7-year-olds, Princely 
Asset, Fortune’s Fool and Dog 
Gone Lucky. His final time of 
: 51.13 was roughly three-fifths 
off the track record of :50.40. 

Coastal Petrel launched a 
rally from the back of the pack 
and was up in the final strides 
to capture a six-furlong maiden 
special weight for Pennsylvania- 
breds on March 29, getting 
the job done in 1:11.34 under 
jockey Katie Lee. Conditioned 
by Timothy Seeger for owner 
Robert L. Stoyer, the gelding 
earned $12,600 for the victory. 

A 3-year-old son of Coastal 
Storm, Coastal Petrel was bred 
by Dr. William J. Solomon, who 
stands the sire at his Pin Oak 
Lane Farm in New Freedom,

A S Dream West pulled 
away from a strong allow¬ 
ance field of fillies and 
mares on March 22, owner 
James Herndon had to be very 
pleased with his recent claim. 
Trainer Preston Herbs t said that 
he and Herndon had watched 
the big solid-looking filly run a 
few times before they claimed 
her for $10,000 on February 17 
at Charles Town, and they were 
impressed with her appearance 
and her consistency 

A 4-year-old daughter of 
Western Fame who has made 
her entire career at Charles 
Town, Dream West had fin¬ 
ished on the board in each of 
her four latest starts before 
Herbst dropped the claim shp. 

She was fourth in her first 
outing for the new connections. 


an allowance race on March 8, 
after breaking slowly from the 
one hole. 

‘‘When you break from the 
rail in these sprint races here at 
Charles Town, your horse has 
to get out of the gate fast, or 
the other horses come over and 
shut you off,” Herbs t explained. 
“I knew coming into this race 
that she was as good as any of 
the other fillies in there.” 

Fans didn't share that view, 
sending her off two weeks later 
as the second-longest choice at 
odds of 11.4-1. 

The March 22 race set up 
nicely for Dream West, and 
also for Noemotion, who had 
finished in front of Dream 
West last time out. Noemotion 
set fractions of :22.07 for the 
quarter, leading the field by 
three lengths, :46.73 for the 
half, and stiU leading by one 
length as Dream West began to 
close in. Dream West seemed 
to find another gear at the six¬ 
teenth pole and accelerated to 
take the lead, winning by four 
and three-quarters lengths. 
Noemotion held on for sec¬ 
ond. 

J.D Acosta picked up the 
mount on Dream West when 
Herbst's regular hder, Rodney 
Soodeen, was injured the eve¬ 
ning before the race. 

Herbst, a former bricklayer, 
has been training horses for 
25 years, and is one of the 15 
winningest trainers at Charles 
Town this year. 


His stable is based at his farm 
in WrightsviUe, Pa., approxi¬ 
mately four miles from where 
he was born in York County. 
Currently he has 24 horses for 
six owners. His primary client 
is Roger Nickol, who has been 
with him for about 15 years. He 
also has several for Herndon, 
a former chent who recently 
reunited with him. 

Herbst, 67, got his start with 
horses when the Rose Tree Fox 
Hunting Club moved from 
Philadelphia to York County, 
and became one of his neigh¬ 
bors. He was 19 years old at 
the time. 

“I originally went to Rose 
Tree to apply for a job as a 
maintenance man, and was 
told that they didn't need a 
maintenance man, but they did 
need someone to work with 
their horses,” he said. “I agreed 
to take the job, and worked 
for Rose Tree for 14 years as 
a huntsman. Then I was the 
whipper-in for Vicmead Hunt 
Club for one season, and I 
worked at Foxcatcher Hounds 
for three years. 

“While I was working for 
Foxcatcher, I got a couple of 
race horses so that I would have 
something to do, other than 
just my job. When Foxcatcher 
closed down, I needed a job 
and decided that I would try 
training race horses for a living, 
and it's been fun.” 

Herbst's twin granddaugh¬ 
ters, Brittany and Jennifer 
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Calahan, work with him when 
they are home from college. 
Both are pursuing equine stud¬ 
ies, with plans to stay in the 
horse industry. His wife, Jeanne 
Marie, helps with bookkeeping, 
and local trainer Joanna Boggs 
“helps me out occasionally if 
I have a problem horse or a 
horse that needs to stay at the 
track,” Herbst said. 

Herbs t's all-time favorite 
runner has been Buck Gallantly, 
whom he developed into one 
of the winningest horses in the 
nation in 1985. “He went from 
$2,000 claimers, which they ran 
in those days, up to the allow¬ 
ance ranks” recalled Herbst. “I 
think that he won 11 races that 
year. The last bunch of them 
were aU at the allowance level.” 

It has been life in the fast 
lane for three horses at Charles 
Town this year. Each of the 
threesome is undefeated in 
three starts: Robert Cole's 
WarrioFs Mettle and Save- 
thebestforlass and Winfred 
Hess's Mr. Emancipator. 

AH three horses race in the 
claiming ranks 

Julio Cartagena added 
another notch to his belt as an 
owner/trainer on March 27, 
when he sent out Southern 
Trieste, a 6-year-old gelding 
that he had just claimed from 
trainer Scott Lake's Home 
Team Stables for $4,000 on 
February 21, to win an aUow- 
ance race over a classy and 
competitive field. 

Jockey Sunday Dia 2 piloted 
Southern Trieste to victory, 
breaking first out of the gate 
and never looking back, forcing 
Scott Nicks's hard-hitting Win 
Again, the favorite, to settle 
for second. Win Again pressed 
Southern Trieste throughout 
and finished strongly, but failed 
to wrest the lead from Southern 
Trieste. The winner's share of 
the purse was $16,800. ^

In many ways. The First 
Saturday in May was a labor 
of love for John and Brad 
Hennegan, Long Island, N.Y., 
natives who put aside careers 
in the television industry to 
become independent filmmak¬ 
ers, with this movie as their first 
major project.

T alented sprinter Ghostly 
Numbers, a son of Polish 
Numbers out of stakes 
winner Overdue Ghost (by 
Silver Ghost), has been retired 
to Dennis Bybee’s Bybee Road 
Farm in Charles Town, WVa. 
The 10-year-old dark bay is 
standing his first season for 
$2,500 live foal, payable when 
the foal stands and nurses, with 
special arrangements for mares 
foahng in West Virginia. 

Ghostly Numbers won 10 
of his 34 career starts over 
five seasons, all at five to six 
furlongs, earning $280,740. He 


came out running at 2, 2 ipping 
immediately to the front in his 
debut at Laurel Park before 
drawing off to score by five 
and a half lengths going five 
furlongs. 

A winner in each season of 
competition. Ghostly Numbers 
recorded his first career added- 
money victory in Laurel Park’s 
grassy Mister Di 2 Stakes in 
2002. Again in frontrunning 
style, he posted fractions of 
:22.54, :45.30 and :56.76 before 
stopping the clock in 1:03.10, 
missing the five and a half¬ 
furlong course record by less 


Special Times 
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than a second. It was his third 
win in four consecutive turf 
starts. Ghostly Numbers fol¬ 
lowed up with a hard-fought 
victory over Rudirudy in the 
William Livingston Stakes at 
Meadowlands, going five fur¬ 
longs over a sloppy track. 

His third career stakes vic¬ 
tory came with a repeat in the 
Mister Di 2 Stakes in 2003, as 
he once again set every fraction 
then held sway Buenos Dias to 
win by a half length. 

Four times Ghostly Num¬ 
bers was stakes-placed, finishing 
second to Texas Ghtter in the 
Calder Turf Sprint Handicap in 
Florida; tojeb’s Wild in the John 
McSorley Stakes at Monmouth; 
and missing by a neck to Joe’s 
Son Joey in the Decathlon, also 
at Monmouth. He was third to 
True Love’s Secret and Take 
Achance On Me in Gulfstream 
Park’s Yankee Affair Stakes 
during his 6-year-old season.

B ‘‘It was one of the most tal¬ 
ented fields in some years, each 
horse having won a major tim¬ 
ber race,” wrote Nancy Boyce 
when describing the hneup 
for the 87th running of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup.

The Maryland-bred filly, 
foaled at Country Life Farm 
where her breeder, Baird Brit- 
tingham, stood her sire, Mitey 
Prince, was purchased by the 
Hanover Racing Association 


syndicate as a 2-year-old in 
training for $6,200, when the 
original members ponied up 
$300 each to own “a piece of 
the action.” When the fiUy was 
ready to go to the track, the 
group selected Richard SmaU 
to train her. The syndicate—the 
brainchild of Tom Bateman, 
Ingrid Kampinga and Carol 
Holden—saw their training 
fund run dry by November 15, 
1982. Fortunately, Owned by 
All made her first start that day 
a winning one, and had been 
paying her way ever since. 

Through early AprU of her 
sophomore campaign. Owned 
by All was twice stakes-placed 
with earnings of $28,356. 

Owned bj All retired with Jive 
stakes wins and eight stakesplacings, 
including a second in the Grade 3

B Topweighted Iron Liege, 
Calumet Farm’s 1957 Kentucky 
Derby winner, hned up for 
Bowie’s $100,000 Campbell 
Memorial Stakes, but proved an 
unwilling participant and was 
never in the hunt. 

Victory went to the Hirsch 
Jacobs-trained Promised Land, 
who ran down Alfred Vander¬ 
bilt’s Find inside the eighth 
pole and drew off to win by 
two lengths. 

The success of Promised 
Land disputed breeding pundits 
who insisted mares raced hard 
and long were not incUned to 
be good broodmares. Promised 
Land’s dam, Mahmoudess (by 
*Mahmoud), already the dam 
of two stakes winners, made 
117 starts over five seasons, 
earning $95,312. Her top per¬ 
formance was a victory in the 
1946 MoUy Pitcher Handicap. 

B Mrs. C. Paul Denckla’s Ned’s 
Flying came home a winner 
for the second consecutive year 
in the Maryland Hunt Cup. 
Trained by BiU Thomas, the 
11-year-old New Jersey-bred 
gelding was ridden by PhiUp 
Fanning. 


Barbara Fritchie, while bankroll¬ 
ing $328,983. She went on pro¬ 
duce four stakes horses, topped bj 
$568,982-earner Proud Owner. 

B Trainer Woody Stephens 
told jockey Laffit Pincay to take 
the Maryland-bred colt Caveat 
back to last in the early running 
of the Derby Trial Stakes at 
ChurchiU Downs and make one 
big run. The strategy worked to 
perfection as Caveat captured 
his first race of the year. 

The following week, the 
son of Cannonade owned by 
Jim Ryan, August Belmont IV 
and Robert Kirkham ran in 
similar style in the Kentucky 
Derby and although hung wide, 
finished third, a neck behind 
Desert Wine, who was two 
lengths behind Sunny’s Halo. 


The family hunter for the 
Dencklas, who hved in Berwyn, 
Pa., “Neddy” served a “utilitari¬ 
an purpose” during the winter’s 
two severe snowstorms, when 
he was ridden to the nearby 
village of PaoH to get the mail. 
Thomas took the gelding to 
Timonium in mid-March to 
train for the spring events, and 
“it was at that half-mile track 
that Ned’s Flying astonished 
the natives by galloping eight 
times around,” reported The 
Maryland Horse. 

B Mrs. Walter A. Edgar’s home¬ 
bred 3-year-old filly Milady 
Dares turned in a game effort 
to win the Prioress Stakes at 
Jamaica for her first stakes 
score. The bay fiUy was one of 
only two foals in the first crop 
of Edgar’s own stallion. Prince 
Dare, a son of *PrincequiIlo 
who stood at the breeder’s 
Woodlawn Farm in Elhcott 
City, Md. 

B Native Dancer got his first 
winner with his first starter. 
East Indian, owned by Circle M 
Farm. And by strange coinci¬ 
dence, the win came on the 
sixth anniversary (April 19) of 
Native Dancer’s successful 
debut. But the similarities didn’t 
end there—^both scored by 
open margins at Jamaica and 
were guided by Native Dancer’s 
regular rider, Eric Guerin.

■ Harold G. (Hal) Handel 
became chief executive officer 
of Philadelphia Park, leaving 
his post as executive vice-pres¬ 
ident of Monmouth Park and 
Meadowlands. He discussed 
the state of racing in both 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
with Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
editor Tim Capps. 

When asked how he viewed 
the overall state of racing in 
New Jersey, Handel said: “I 
think probably the kindest 
thing you can say is that it’s 
sorta hanging on right now. 
Garden State’s future is very 
problematic and Atlantic City 
probably has no future under 
any circumstances, leaving the 
small harness track at Freehold, 
which is a very healthy htde 
operation, and the two Sports 
Authority tracks as what’s left 
of the industry.” 

As for seeing potential for

In his racing career, 
DOMESTIC DISPUTE 
improved with age and added 
distance and produced his 
best effort when winning the 
nine-furlong Stmb S. (G2) as a 
four-year-old. However, he also 
displayed speed and precocity 
when third past the post in the 
Hollywood Futurity (Gl) as 
a two-year-old and when he 
defeated the top-class sprinter 
Pico Central (Brz) while finishing 
second in the Pat O'Brien 
Breeders' Cup H. (G2). Trained 
for the early part of his career by 
Bob Baffert and subsequently by 
Patrick Gallagher, DOMESTIC 
DISPUTE won three of 31 
starts before his retirement to 
stud in Maryland where he would 
stand his first season for $5,000. 
The chestnut is by Unbridled's 
Song, whose best son at stud so 
far is Songandaprayer, and he 
produced a sizeable initial group 
of 70 two-year-olds for this year. 
While boosted by one $240,000 
price, DOMESTIC DISPUTE s 
20 yearlings to sell last year 
averaged an impressive $49,370. 
So far this year two juveniles 
by DOMESTIC DISPUTE 
have sold with one bringing 
$150,000—a filly that had been 
sold as weanling for $1,200 just

Representing 
them as breeders was Eclipse 
Award-winning steeplechaser 
and multiple Grade 1 winner 
Good Night Shirt, along with 
four additional stakes win¬ 
ners—Smart and Fancy, Raise 
the Bluff (bred in partnership 
with their daughter, Becky Da¬ 
vis), Grand Ghampion (with 
partner Dr. Jason Layfield) and 
Heart Throbbin' (with partner 
Richard Small). 

Horses bred by the Bow¬ 
mans both on their own ac¬

count and in partnerships 
earned a total of $2,682,352. 

The Bowmans maintain two 
Maryland farms—Dance Forth 
Farm in Ghestertown and Ro¬ 
land Farm in Ghesapeake Gity 
(the latter co-owned by Dr. 
and Mrs. Bijoy Ghosh). They 
have bred and raced horses 
in Maryland for more than 30 
years. Thomas Bowman is also 
a veterinarian specializing in 
equine reproduction as well as 
a co-founding owner and gen¬ 
eral manager of Northview 
Stallion Station. 

Broodmare of the Year Blue 
Sky Princess (1992, Gonquista-

Bred and raced by the 
Wrights, who keep her as the 
prize member of the brood¬ 
mare band at their Hunting- 
fields farm in Hampstead, 
Md., Blue Sky Princess is her¬ 
self a multiple stakes winner 
and Grade 2-placed earner of 
^ $253,015. 

g She was credited with her 
H second stakes winner when 
w her daughter Tessa Blue (by 
I Awesome Again) won or 
“ placed in three stakes, includ¬ 
ing a victory in the Grade 3 
Indiana Oaks, as a 3-year-old

Blue Sky Princess's first 
foal. Inner Harbour (1997, Ga- 
pote), won or placed in seven 
stakes, earning $339,056 and is 
now at stud. 

Blue Sky Princess is be¬ 
lieved to be the only mare ev¬ 
er to produce the top-selling 
Maryland-bred at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale two years in a 
row: a Malibu Moon colt. Blue 
Malibu, in 2007 and a For¬ 
estry filly, Grimson Hope, in 
2006. Each sold for $200,000 
from the consignment of Bill 
Reightler, agent. 

The mare has a Saint Li¬ 
am yearling colt whom the 
Wrights intend to keep and 
race; she foaled a First Samu¬ 
rai filly on April 6 and was

in 1986. Last year he moved 
into a tie with now-deceased 
all-time leading Maryland sire 
Allen's Prospect (1996, '99, '00 
and '01).

Leading the Maryland-bred 
contingent, at $500,000, was a 
Dixie Union filly bred in part¬ 
nership by David and JoAnn 
Hayden's Dark Hollow Farm 
in Upperco, and sold from the 
consignment of Niall Brennan 
Stables, agent. 

Bringing the second-high¬ 
est price among fillies in the 
sale, the half-million dollar 
Maryland-bred was purchased 
by Kentucky bloodstock agent 
Mike Ryan on behalf of Bill 
Warren, who races 2008 South¬ 
west Stakes-G3 winner Denis 
of Cork. Warren also owned 
2005 Horse of the Year Saint 
Liam. 

"She's an exceptional filly 
—her class, her demeanor, her 


pedigree, the way she moved 
on the race track," Ryan told 
The Blood-Horse of the filly 
who worked an eighth-mile in 
:10.60. "She went down there 
[the OBS track] in a high gal¬ 
lop the other day, and it was 
unbelievable. She would look 
good with me on her back." 

Bred in partnership by 
Dark Hollow Farm, Fast Kitty 
Farm (Alice and Larry Wolf), 
Arnold Davidov and Mr. and 
Mrs. David Schwaber, the filly 
is the first foal from the 7-year- 
old A.P. Indy mare Open Flirt, 
whom Hayden purchased, 
with the filly in utero, for 
$230,000 at the 2005 Keene- 
land November sale. 

The six Maryland-breds 
(three of whom were bred in 
partnership by Dark Hollow 
Farm) averaged $266,667, well 
above the overall average of 
$143,262, which was an all- 
time record for the sale.

A hard-hitting performer 
who has won seven of her 16 
career starts. All Giving had 
been one of the best Maryland- 
breds of her division not to 
win a stakes. Her star has risen 
steadily in her six most recent 
starts, all at Laurel. 

She served notice of her tal¬ 
ent in the Maryland Million 
Turf Sprint on October 13—as 
a 3-year-old filly facing older 
males. All Giving was fourth 
in that race, just two and a half 
lengths behind the winner. 
Happy Surprise. 

Then, on January 12, she 
gave Silmaril a run for her 
money in the What a Summer 
Stakes, holding on for second 
as Silmaril charged to the wire 
to become the fifth female 
Maryland-bred millionaire. 

All Giving sandwiched the 
What a Summer with two six- 
furlong allowance wins (on 
December 28 and February 1). 

Her appearance in the Bar¬ 
bara Fritchie Breeders' Cup 


Handicap-G2, on February 16, 
added little to her resume. She 
was carried wide from an out¬ 
side post position and finished 
next to last as a 29-1 longshot. 

Then came the Conniver, 
and her breakout effort. Sent 
off as the fourth choice in a 
field of nine. All Giving sat 
just off the early pace set by 
Now It Begins, inherited the 
lead when that rival bolted 
nearing the three-eighths pole, 
and showed the way for the 
remainder of the seven fur¬ 
longs. She crossed the wire 
five and a half lengths in front 
of La Chica Rica. The 
124-pound highweight, giving 
four pounds to all the others. 
La Chica Rica held a length 
advantage over third-place 
finisher For Kisses. Complet¬ 
ing the field were Take a 
Check, Ursula's Passion, Two 


Columbus, Nanicoke and 
Keep On Talking. Now It Be¬ 
gins was pulled up. Final time 
was 1:24.41. 

All Giving campaigns for 
Concepts Unlimited Stable 
and Catherine Smith. Con¬ 
cepts Unlimited is the stable 
name of Tony Smith, his wife 
and two children who live 
near Richmond, Va.; Catherine 
Smith is Tony's sister. 

She has been trained 
throughout her career by Fint 
Stites, and is part of a small 
string that Stites keeps at Pim¬ 
lico. Most of Stites's horses are 
based at Penn National. 

The Smiths purchased All 
Giving for $75,000 at the 2006 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 
2-year-olds in training sale. 
She was pinhooked at that 
sale, after having been sold 
for $19,000 at the 2005 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale by her breeder, 
Towson, Md., attorney Morris 
E. Balser. 

Balser, who bred All Giv¬ 
ing in the name of Baywood 
LLC (a name derived from his 
street address in the Mt. Wash¬ 
ington section of Baltimore), 
has had remarkable success 
with her family. 

All Giving is the third 
stakes horse Balser has bred 


from her dam. Slew the Drag¬ 
oness (by Slew City Slew), 
whom Balser claimed for 
$10,500 at Delaware Park in 
July 1995. 

Balser had owned race 
horses since 1980, and was 
looking to try his hand at com¬ 
mercial breeding. Slew the 
Dragoness—^his only mare— 
has had five of her offspring 
sell at auction for Balser for a 
total of $513,500. 

Balser has sold two for six- 
figure prices: a Grand Slam 
colt. Moon Dragon, brought 
$275,000 at the 2004 Saratoga 
Yearling sale and remains un¬ 
raced; and a Johannesburg 
colt. Little Mordi, for $130,000 
at the 2007 Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber Yearling sale.

Future uncertain despite 
casino supplement 


P urse levels in New Jersey will be bolstered for 
the next three years by a decision announced 
in Trenton on March 3, but the future of 
horse racing in the state needs a long-term solution. 

New Jersey Governor Jon S. Corzine issued 
a statement in which he said that an agreement 
had been reached for a purse supplement of $90 
million to be distributed over the next three years. 
The agreement would restrain racing officials from 
seeking the addition of video lottery terminals at the 
tracks for the next three years, thereby protecting the 
casinos from in-state competition. 

"Both the equine industry and the casino industry 
play important roles in New Jersey, from preserving 
open space to attracting visitors, and it was essential 
to strike a balance that will allow both industries to 
thrive,” Gov. Corzine said. "The agreement involves 
no taxpayer dollars and will not reduce casino funds 
that flow to the state.” 

"We are grateful, we appreciate it, but it doesn’t 
solve our problem long term,” Barbara DeMarco, 
lobbyist for the Thoroughbred industry, said about 
the agreement. "You need a purse supplement; you 
can’t compete without it.” 

"While we thank Governor Corzine and the 
legislature for their hard work on the supplement. 


we need to find a long-term solution for the 
industry,” said Michael Campbell, executive director 
of the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of 
New Jersey. "A horse foaled in New Jersey this year 
will most likely not run at a race track until 2011, 
when the supplement has expired. In order to keep 
the valuable open space that the racing industry 
supports, the industry must work with the governor 
to find a long-term solution.” 

The influx of cash will allow Monmouth Park 
and Meadowlands to continue with their 2008 
plans. Monmouth Park officials have announced a 
$3.85 million schedule of graded stakes races this 
summer. The Monmouth meet will run from May 9 
to September 28. 

Monmouth’s biggest race will be the $ 1 million 
Haskell Invitational on August 3. Dennis Dowd, 
senior vice president of racing for the New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Authority, which owns and 
operates Monmouth Park and Meadowlands, said 
the stakes races "have always attracted the top horses 
in all divisions and we look forward to presenting 
racing fans in New Jersey with talent-filled, 
competitive fields this summer.”

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COUPLE GLAD THEY KEPT MINTS FIRST STAR

The first one got away. But the second stakes 
winner bred by Robin and Ted Stepanoff is all theirs. 
And the 5-year-old mare Jet Away Jane, a second- 
generation homebred, has been soaring. 

Jet Away Jane won her second straight stakes 
this year when she captured the six and a half-furlong 
Langhorne against open company at Philadelphia 
Park on March 25. An ultra-consistent Pennsylvania- 
bred daughter of Unbridled Jet, Jet Away Jane upped 
her earnings to $338,397, and has finished in the 
top three in 22 of her 24 starts. Over the course of 
her three-year career, she has won or placed in six 
stakes. 

Jet Away Jane's first stakes win came in the 
Russian Rhythm Handicap for Pennsylvania-bred 
fillies last June. In her first start this year, she turned 
in a gritty performance to take the six-furlong Foxy 
J.G. Stakes, also for statebreds, by a neck over S W 
Al/svalentine. 

"She used to like to go long," said Robin 
Stepanoff of Jet Away Jane. "But she is getting faster 
as she is getting older." 

Jet Away Jane, trained by Philadelphia Park- 
based Thomas Miller, is being pointed to the 
$250,000 My Juliet Stakes at six furlongs on May 24 
at her home track. 

The Stepanoffs, who have five runners at the 
track and race in the name of Golden Oak Farm, 
got their start in the breeding business when Robin 
Stepanoff visited a neighbor, longtime Pennsylvania 
breeder Paul Labe, in 1991. She came home that day 
to tell her husband that they were the new owners 
of a broodmare. 

Costing a bargain $1,500, Ack's First Step (by 
an unraced son of Ack Ack named Ack Kerala) had 
already produced three foals, the oldest a 2-year-old, 


when the Stepanoffs took her home to their 40-acre 
farm in Oley, Pa., near Reading. The mare was in foal, 
to Labe's stallion Beyond the Mint, and the following 
spring produced a filly named Mints First Star. 

"All we wanted to do was breed to sell," 
Stepanoff said. 

But being so green in the business, the couple 
didn't understand the complexities of the sales 
market and found that their modestly bred foal 
wouldn't be in high demand. 

"So we realized we were just going to have to 
race her," Stepanoff said. 

Mints First Star proved a tough campaigner, 
winning 8 of 53 starts over four seasons and 
$102,024. And that was just the tip of the iceberg for 
Ack's First Step. The mare produced six foals for the 
Stepanoffs, and the five who raced were all winners. 
Her best runner came in 1998, when she dropped a 
Waquoit colt named Freon Flier. 

One of the few yearlings sold by the Stepanoffs— 
he went for $6,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall yearling sale—Freon Flier became the 
first stakes winner bred by the couple. A winner of 
two stakes at 3, including the $103,800 Michael G. 
Schaefer Mile at Hoosier Park, and stakes-placed at 5, 
Freon Flier earned $274,062 and still holds the track 
record for one mile at Delta Downs. He began his 
career as a stallion in Pennsylvania in 2004, but now 
stands at Traders Rest Farm in Louisiana. 

Freon Flier added black type to the family, but 
unfortunately didn't race in Pennsylvania, so the 
Stepanoffs didn't reap any rewards. But their first 
runner. Mints First Star, has become a gold mine. 

Jet Away Jane is the first stakes horse for Mints 
First Star, but the mare is a 100 percent producer. 
Mints First Star has three older foals of racing age, all 










breed another mare to the stallion, in whom they 
owned a half-share at the time.

winners, including $136,976-earner Don'takememints. 
Her first foal, 8-year-old Holy Moly Oley (a daughter 
of Storm Broker who earned $63,115) is one of four 
mares in the Stepanoffs' broodmare band. 

"It was a fluke when we sent Mints First Star to 
Unbridled Jet," said Stepanoff, who had intended to 


With Jet Away Jane the result, the Stepanoffs 
returned Mints First Star to Unbridled Jet, and her 
current 2-year-old, still owned by the Stepanoffs, is a 
full brother to the stakes winner named Jet Outa My 
Way. 

Preferring to let their young runners develop, 
Stepanoff noted that the colt—whom they are 
very high on—won't race at 2, but will soon begin 
preparing for a 3-year-old campaign. 

"We never race our 2-year-olds," Stepanoff said. 
"We don't like to pressure them. We want them to be 
in for the long run." 

Mints First Star has a yearling colt by Louis 
Quatorze, and wasn't bred for 2008 due to a late 
foaling. She returned this year to Unbridled Jet, a 
former Maryland sire who now stands at the Sleeter 
family's Sleeter Farm in Clementon, N.J. 

The mare who started it all, Ack's First Step, is 
now 24 and resides as a pensioner at Golden Oak 
Farm.

Aiken Trials kick off 
South Carolina racing season

' ^ekia Farm’s Cyberflash flashed 
^ his speed and wired the field to 
^ ^ ^ score by eight lengths for his 
second consecutive victory in the 
City of Aiken Trophy, the featured 
event of the 66th edition of the Aiken 
Trials, held on March 15 in Aiken, 
S.C. An b^yeanold son of Cyberspace, 
Cyberflash was ridden by Ricardo 
Chiappe for trainer Steve Epley Jr. 

Three of the six races were for 
2"year-olds, and Stonerside Stable’s 
juvenile filly Truly Lucky took the 
Caver Trophy, the first event on the 
program. A full sister to multiple 
stakes winner General Charley (by 
Truluck out of Holy Miss, by Holy 
Bull), Truly Lucky held off the late 
charge of W.C. Freeman’s Buck Sign, 
a South CarolinaTred daughter of 
AikenTased stallion Buckhar. The 
winner was trained by Tim Jones and 
ridden by Jason Caudle. 

Dogwood Stable’s Kickapoo 
captured the Coward Trophy with 
Jessica Schultz aboard over Lansdon 
Robbins’ homebred Forest Wildcat 
colt Scooter Rat. A 2''yeanold son 
of Grade 1 winner Indian Charlie, 
Kickapoo is conditioned by Ron 
Stevens, and will go to Eclipse Award- 
winning trainer Todd Fletcher. 

Lansdon Robbins Ill’s 2-year-old 
Dagnabit came from off the pace to 
prevail at the wire to win the Post 
Trophy. The Brad Stauffer charge is 
a full brother (by Freud out of Cool 
Ghoul, by Silver Ghost) to stakes- 
placed juvenile Bad Boy Rising, and 
will join the barn of trainer Richard 
Dutrow Jr. Finishing second was 
Nekia Farm’s Wrightster (by Three 
Wonders). 


Nekia Farm’s Perfect Nekia, a 
3-year-old son of Perfect Mandate, 
gave trainer Epley and Chiappe their 
first of two victories on the day while 
winning the Von Stade Trophy by 
three lengths. 

In the stable pony race, the Iselin 
Hall of Fame Trophy, Equestrian 
Farm’s Jammin Syd took home the 
prize. Alejandro Campos was in the 
irons on the winner, from the stable of 
Anthony Marrone.

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Inner city youth enjoy a special day in the country 


T wo years ago, the Thorough¬ 
bred Network, Bungalow 
Foundation, Middleburg Agri¬ 
cultural Research and Extension 
(MARE) Center and a group of 
caring horsemen created a “Name 
the Foal Contest,” seeking dona¬ 
tions for the opportunity to name 
a Thoroughbred race horse. The 
primary goal was to raise funds 
for projects that introduce inner 
city children to farm life and the 
world of horses. 

More than 1,000 prospective 
names were entered in the con¬ 
test to name the son of Black Tie 
Affair (Ire) out of Lamina Blue 
(by Electric Blue), who is now a 
2-year-old. Contest results—i.e., 
the registered name—^have yet to 
be determined. 

But the mission was fulfilled 
when a group of 18 children and 
their chaperones recently boarded 
a bus in Laurel, Md., for a trip to 
Keith and Cheryl Early s Halley 
Hill Farm in Hamilton, Va., and 
the MARE Center. 

Their first glimpse of farm life 
was a demonstration of black- 
smithing by farrier Wayne Van 
Sant. The childrens excitement 
and interest in the horses was 
evident from the beginning. In 
fact, their first sight of a horse 
required some quick thinking 
and action on Van Sants part. 
When the children saw the horse 
on which he was to demonstrate 
shoeing standing in the distance, 
they left the bus like a cavalry 
charge, running straight for the 
unsuspecting beast. 

Luckily, Van Sant and his assis¬ 
tant quickly led the horse back 
into a enclosure, until the first 
rush of excitement had passed 
and it could be explained to 
the children the proper way to 
approach a large animal. 


Then came a riding dem¬ 
onstration by Audra Bielke of 
the Thoroughbred Network, fol¬ 
lowed by a question and answer 
session. Bielke later commented, 
“I was amazed at how serious 
the children were and how well 
thought out their questions were. 
For children who had never been 
around horses before, they had 
an unbelievable sense of what I 
was doing.” 

After the riding demonstra¬ 
tion, the children had photos taken 
with the young Thoroughbred 
who is the subject of the “Name 
the Foal” contest. The youngster, 
who is gifted with a superb tem¬ 
perament, was also the horse used 
in Van Sants earlier blacksmith 
demonstration. For the photo 
shoot, the young gelding was sur¬ 
rounded by the children—each 
child was given a copy of the 
photo as a memento of the trip, 
along with a coloring book of 
the story of the youngster and his 
dam. Lamina Blue. 

After the photo shoot, lunch 
was served at the main farm¬ 
house. Three of the youngest 
children asked farm owner Keith 
Early if they could move in. “I 
told them if they worked hard 
and kept their dreams alive, they 
could have a farm themselves 
one day,” Early recounted. “The 
main reason that my family and 
I opened up our farm for this 
project is that we want to help 
expand these kids’ minds, show 
them that there is another world 
outside of the city—I think that 
happened.” 

The group then headed to 
Virginia Techs MARE Center, 
where superintendent Dr. 
Kathleen CrandeU and her staff 
made sure the children had a 
learning experience that was also 


full of fun. CrandeU and her staff 
had various equipment set up 
that the children could actuaUy 
touch and sit on. 

CrandeU then showed the 
chUdren different types of horse 
feeds, explaining how and what 
horses need to eat to thrive, 
and then aUowed the chUdren to 
hand-feed mares and foals. The 
chUdren quickly overcame any 
initial fears. 


D uring the 2008 Virginia 
General Assembly session, a 
biU (SB597) to legalize “histori¬ 
cal racing” at Colonial Downs’s 
facUities, passed the Senate by 
a vote of 23 to 14 but faded to 
make it to the floor of the House 
of Delegates. 

The biU would have aUowed 
Colonial Downs to place “Instant 
Racing” machines simUar to those 
in use at Oaklawn Park at the 
track and its statewide off-track 
betting sites. Last year, a simUar 
biU passed the Senate and suffered 
the same fate in the House. 

The historical racing legisla¬ 
tion, offered by Senator Thomas 
K. Norment Jr. (R, Distr 3), was 
designed to raise major revenue 
forVirginia’s transportation needs 
with little support for the racing 
and breeding industry. 

The percentage directed 
toward purses and the Virginia 
Breeders Fund has fluctuated 
from one version of this leg¬ 
islation to the next—^with the 
range being 4 percent to zero. To 
date, the biU’s sponsor has been 
unsympathetic to the needs of 
the horse industry, stating that 


At the MARE Center, the 
children were also introduced to 
Lamina Blue, who proved espe- 
ciaUy fascinating to them; they 
nicknamed her “Mama Blue.” 

The MARE Center visit con¬ 
cluded with a hay ride. At the 
end of a long day, a little boy sit¬ 
ting on a bale of hay said, “Please 
don’t teU me it’s time to go!” 


this is a transportation bUl and 
any money directed to the indus¬ 
try is an added bonus. 

Obviously, the Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association and 
Virginia HBPA don’t agree with 
the allocations. 

“We need to convince Senator 
Norment and the entire General 
Assembly that historical racing 
is critical to the growth of our 
industry and the preservation of 
agriculture and green space,” said 
Glenn PettyVTA executive direc¬ 
tor. “I don’t see anything else on 
the horizon that can raise purse 
levels and make our Breeders 
Fund competitive with those in 
West Virginia and Maryland.” 

Continued Petty: “It’s our 
job to convince the General 
Assembly of the importance of 
this issue. Our industry shouldn’t 
be getting 4 percent; we should 
be getting 10 or 12 percent so 
we can expand racing and start to 
rebuild breeding. 

“Passing an instant racing 
bill without revolutionizing the 
breeding industry could well be 
the death kneU. for a heralded 
Virginia tradition.”

Sale of Colonial Downs on hold 


T he ov™ership of Colonial Downs—in an apparent reversal of its 
intent announced this past January—said the proposed sale of 
the track has been postponed. In an interview on March 28, Stephen 
Roark, president of Colonials owner, Jacobs Entertainment Inc., said 
sale of the race track and its nine off-track betting sites was on hold. 
According to Roark, “We are getting ready for the Virginia Derby 
and the 2008 meet. . . if somebody came in and said I will give you 
‘doUar sign blank’ for the race track, we might entertain that. . . 
everything is for sale. . . but right now it’s business as usual.” 

Roark’s comments came shortly after discussion of year-end 
financial results for Jacobs Entertainment, which also owns casinos in 
Colorado and Nevada as well as 19 Louisiana truck stops with video 
poker games. The company’s net income for 2007 was $4.9 million, 
compared with a loss of $9.8 million in 2006. 

Figures for Colonial Downs were favorable. Overall revenue 
increased 4 percent over 2006, with on-line wagering revenue up 30 
percent. In 2007, Colonial’s cash flow or EBITDA (earnings before 
interest, taxes, depreciation and amortization) increased by 62 percent, 
to $1.4 million. (EBITDA is used by management and investors to 
evaluate financial performance and assess prospects for future growth.) 

Last January Colonial’s owner reported to the SEC that the track 
was for sale because in its view without alternative gaming Colonial 
could not generate a yield comparable to Jacobs Entertainment’s other 
gaming properties. Within a few days of that sale announcement, a 
bib to permit instant racing machines—^video games similar to slot 
machines—at Colonial Downs and its off-track betting sites was intro¬ 
duced in the Virginia legislature with Colonial’s support. The bill died 
in March shortly before the Colonial Downs “For Sale” sign was taken 
down by the Jacobs group. 

Jacobs Entertainment and its affiliates also reported to the SEC 
a recent increase in their ownership of MTR Gaming, which owns 
two racinos with Thoroughbred racing—Mountaineer Park in West 
Virginia and the newly opened Presque Isle Downs in Pennsylvania. 
Jacobs Entertainment previously held about 13 percent of the stock in 
MTR Gaming, and now holds 15.6 percent.That represents an invest¬ 
ment by the Jacobs entities of nearly $42 million. 

Virginia Racing Commission Steroid Rule 

A t its regular monthly meeting in March, the Virginia Racing 
Commission adopted a steroid rule that applies to the summer 
meet at Colonial Downs, which starts on June 9. The new rule bans 
use of all androgenic and anabolic steroids except for four therapeutic 
medications: stanozolol (Winstrol), boldenone (Equipoise), nandrolone 
(Durabolin), and testosterone. However, on race day residues of those 
four medications cannot exceed the following thresholds based on post 
race testing of urine: 

Stanozolol—one nanogram per milliliter for all horses regardless 
of gender. 

Boldenone—15 nanograms per milliliter for intact males; none is 
permitted in geldings or female horses. 

Nandrolone—one nanogram per milliliter in geldings, fillies, and 
mares, 45 nanograms per milliliter for intact males. 


Testosterone—20 nanograms per milliliter for geldings, 55 nano¬ 
grams per milliliter for fillies and mares. Intact males will not be 
tested. 

The new steroid rule also prohibits multiple use of the four steroids 
(“stacking”) in concentrations greater than the individual thresholds 
above. 

According to the Iowa State laboratory, which performs post¬ 
race testing for the Virginia Racing Commission (VRC), thresholds 
established for the four steroids will not likely be exceeded as long as 
administration of any one of the four anabolic steroids is withdrawn or 
stopped between 30 and 45 days before race day. 

Horsemen are cautioned that withdrawal times vary for the four 
substances, particularly when generic compounds are administered as 
opposed to brand name products. Withdrawal times also may vary if 
anabolic steroids are stacked. 

Penalties announced by the VRC for violation of the new rule are 
severe. Absent mitigating circumstances, the recommended penalty for 
a first violation is loss of purse, a fine of up to $1,000 if aggravating 
circumstances are present, and placement of the horse on the veterinar¬ 
ian’s list until concentrations fall below established thresholds. 

A second violation within 365 days involving the same horse may 
result in loss of purse, a fine of $2,500, a 90-day suspension for the 
trainer, and placement of the horse on the veterinarian’s list. 

A third violation within 365 days involving the same horse may 
result not only in loss of purse and placement of the horse on the vet¬ 
erinarian’s list but also revocation of the trainer’s license. 

To assist horsemen in complying with the new rule, beginning on 
May 12, when the back side opens at Colonial Downs, the VRC— 
upon request from a licensed owner or trainer—^wik test any horse for 
the presence of anabolic steroids before the horse races or while the 
horse is on the veterinarian’s list. Costs of the tests will be borne by 
the VRC. Testing will be based on urine samples furnished to Dr. Rich 
Harden, the VRC’s veterinarian. Results will normally be available 
within five to seven days. 

Testing is available for horses stabled at Colonial Downs as well as 
those stabled off grounds. AH testing arrangements, including collection 
and preservation of samples, must be made through Dr. Harden, who 
can be reached at (804) 966-7409. Horsemen should not submit urine 
samples from horses who have been treated with anabolic steroids 
within the prior 30 days. 

Racing commissions in Delaware and Pennsylvania have also enact¬ 
ed rules that ban all anabolic steroids except for the four permitted in 
Virginia. Delaware’s thresholds in urine are the same as in Virginia. 
Pennsylvania set thresholds based on testing in blood. Recommended 
withdrawal times are 30 to 45 days. 

After an initial grace period in those states, penalties for violations 
are severe. 

The other Mid-Atlantic states have not enacted steroid rules. 
Maryland and New York will likely do so at the end of the year. West 
Virginia has not announced its intentions. New Jersey’s enactment is 
uncertain at this time because of pending litigation. 

Horsemen racing this summer in Virginia, Pennsylvania, and 
Delaware should exercise extreme caution in regard to use of permit¬ 
ted anabolic steroids.
